PARENTAL CO-OPERATION A FACTOR 

The accident this week in which a Newtonville lad was shot 
in the eye by a playmate with an air-rifle is of deep concern 
to many parents.

Democrats Protest

The Democrats of the 2nd Middlesex 
District met at the city hall on Wed- 
nesday. Edwin O. Childs called the 
convention to order. Mr. Childs pre- 
sented the name of Sherman Hoar of 
Waltlmm for Senator and moved that 
he he nominated by acclamation. Mr 
Gavin of Watertown opposed the mo- 
ion. He said Hour was a mugwump and 
such a man should not he nominated 
In the interest of harmony Mr. Childs 
withdrew Mr. Hour’s name. A ballot 
wus then taken. Mr. Childs received 
14 votes, Mr. Ilullorun, 9; J. Russell 
Reed, 2. Mr. Childs’ nomination was 
made ununimous, but he declined and 
presented Mr. Ilullorun’s name. The 
latter ulso declined and urged the nom- 
ination or a strong Democrat. The 
name of J. R. Reed of Lexington was 
presented and he wus nominated by ac- 
clamation. He is a Harvard graduate 
and a lawyer. 
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Edwin O. Childs delivered his first 
Inaugural address on Monday, Jan- 
uary 12, 1914. It was a very ustinl 
address and because It enunciated at 
considerable length political and moral 
doctrines professed by the Mayor, we 
shall quote here some of the para- 
graphs it contained. Mayor Childs 
opened his address by saying: 

"On the ninth day of last Decem- 
ber something happened in the City 
of Newton. Some call It an accident, 
others a miracle. Still others there 
are who do not attempt to give it a 
name, but who rest contented with a 
recital of the simple fact that aftei 
a brief but Interesting enmpnign. (lin- 
ing which most of our so-called influ- 
ential citizens, — the newspapers and 
the leaders of both the Republican 
and Progressive parties were working 
zealously ' for tho election of a belte> 
man, the larger number of those who 
voted on that dny recorded their lyu 
lots In favor of me.” 

“I appreciate fully both the honoi 
and the responsibility which goes with 
tills important office, and I want to 
thank at this time all who supported 
me and especially the newspaper ed* 
tors, ns well as mv other good but mis 
guided friends who by their violent 
opposition made votes for me ever.; 
time they took their pen in hand os- 
spoke. A great many things, both un- 
kind and untrue were said against me 
and *ny candidacy while the campaign 
was waxing warmest, to all of which 
I made no reply. I figured this way- 
tliat my friends wouldn’t believe the 
misstatements, and that those who 
were ngainst me wouldn’t believe tlie 
corrections. Moreover, I decided ui 
Hie outset to so conduct myself dur- 
ing the campaign, that win or lose 
I should still hnve the respect of 
those who thought enough of me to 
offer me the nomination. Many can- 
didates for political office today and 
in the past have been defeated Iip 
cause they talked too much. Fev 
suffer defeat because they keep si 
lent.” 

“Gentlemen, the glory (of Childs’ 
victory. Ed.) may be shared, but what- 
ever view one takes, the Democratic 
leaders must have tlie credit of hav- 
ing discovered the candidate in a re- 
mote but interesting corner of the 
city, and of having brought him to 
light. Tlie victory sobers rather than 
elates. I have never allowed any 
temporal success to interfere with my 
equilibrium for I realize all too well 
that those who shout ‘Hosanna’ the 
loudest, may shout ‘Crucify Him,’ be- 
fore my term of office is ended.” 

"It is the custom, gentlemen, upon 
an occasion like this for the newly 
elected Mayor to review municipal af- 
fairs. outline policies and make spe- 
cific recommendations. From this 
oldUme custom the present incumbent 
will depart for several reasons. In the 
first plnce all thnt needs to be said 
has probably been covered by Mayor 
Hut field’s valedictory address or will 
be covered by tlie customary address 
of the new President (of the Aider- 
men).” — So much talk and gossip, how- 
ever. tis to what the new Mayor pro- 
poses to do. has been scattered broad- 
cast in this city, that I feel I ought 
to let you know where I stand on cer- 
tain matters, and to at least suggest 
the^ spirit In which I come among 
you*.” 

Mayor Childs then proceeded to 
state thnt he had never sought po- 
litical office, that the Democratic City 
Committee had exacted no promises 
and asked no favors when he was ten- 
dered the nomination, that he had re- 
fused to make any promises when 
asked to do so by certain groups dur- 
ing the campaign and that he took the 
office* with only the promise that he 
would try to accomplish the greatest 
good* for the greatest number. He re- 
ferred to a comment he had heard — 
"that my election Is a calamity be- 


cause of the gang behind me.” He 
prophesied thnt the man or men who 
run for Mayor 16 years from now will 
have to reckon with that "gang,” for 
they will be tho men who will have 
the votes, not only to elect Mayors, 
but the Aldermen of Newton. He said 
it was not a fact that he intended to 
turn city hall upside down by dis- 
charging department heads and em- 
ployees, and said that so long up ho 
remained Mayor the employees of the 
city might vote as they pleased with- 
out fear of being discharged. Ho said 
thnt if any department heud is in- 
competent, ho should be removed. 
Mayor Childs said that improvement 
in the conduct of city affairs would 
he his watchword, and that he would 
guard against extravagnneo and wnste. 

In many respects tho Mayor has fuF 
filled the doctrines he enunciated on 
his first inaugural day, nearly twenty- 
four yenrs ago. But not In all, In our 
opinion. One must make mistakes 
In an important public office over a 
long term of years. 

A friend of ours on the Board of 
Aldermen asked us last Sunday why 
we had not stated our reasons for not 
supporting Mayor Childs this year? 
Apparently he and others expected us 
to start right out lambasting the May- 
or. In due time we shnll state our 
reasons. Anyone who expects strong 
denunciation will be disappointed. 

When one has been so friendly both 
personally and politically with a man 
as we have been over a long period 
with Mayor Childs, and when we have 
changed our viewpoint, we shall take 
our own time and use our own judg- 
ment in telling why we now aro not 
politically fHendly with him Last 
Friday we were told by a person quite 
interested in our narrative concern- 
ing the Mayor, that we would receive 
some comments from, persons about 
it. On Monday we received a, com- 
ment which was insulting to us and 
very laudatory to the Mayor. The per- 
son who signed that comment, and 
who therefore allegedly was the nu- 
tlior of it, Is the same person who a 
few years ago sent us a very lengthy 
tribute to Mayor Weeks, and shortly 
afterwards sent in another gushing 
tribute. Until we have concluded 
our paragraphs regarding Mayor 
Childs we shall not print comments 
either favorable or critical. Later, 
we may do so, and we shall answer 
those who seem to have a proclivity 
toward publicly eulogizing whatever 
Mayor happens to lie holding office.

Want City To Buy 
Auburndale Land 

A meeting of the Auburndale Gar- 
den Club was held last Friday night 
at the home of IV rs. John F. Brown 
Jr., 360 Central st About 10 per- 
sons were present including Aldermen 
Bacon and Colby and Supt. of Play- 
grounds Hermann. The purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the purchase 
by the city of l. r >>_. acres of land near 
Grove st.. on which is located a ridge 
f»n properties owned by Ernest Her- 
sum and Mabel Eager Mr. Hersuin 
has -petitioned for a permit to be al- 
lowed to level that part of the ridge 
on his property, and sell the gravel 
and sand It contains. A hearing was 
recently held at City Hall on this 
petition and many Auburndale resi- 
lient s appeared to protest against it 

At the meeting of the Garden Club 
last Friday night a signed petition 
asking the city to take the 15% acres 
for playground purposes. Part of 
the area is owned by the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company. The peti- 
tion is being circulated at Auburndale 
It Is in charge of Miss Anne Bunker 
of 176 Grove st. Mr. Hermann ex- 
plained how the area might he con- 
verted into a playground, with the 
esker, or glacial ridge being used to 
advantage for winter sports. Last 
year Alderman Cronin advocated that 
this land be taken for playground pur- 
poses. 


Newton Policemen’s 
Slayer and Jury 
Come to Newton 


Tuesday morning and noon Edward 
Simpson, the slayer of Patrolman Bell 
and Murphy, Newton policemen, was 
brought to Newton and Watertown. 
Manacled between two Middlesex 
County deputy sheriffs, Simpson rode 
In a car which was in a motorcade 
containing Judge Swift who is pre- 
siding at his trial. Sheriff McElroy. 
District Attorney Warren Bishop, the 
jury drawn to serve at the trial, a 
court stenographer; John Boyle, 
Simpson’s attorney, several deputy 
sheriffs who formed the vanguard and 
rear guard of the jurors procession, 
and a large number of newspaper re- 
porters and photographers. 

The officials and the jurors followed 
the route in Newton from the f’om- 
munity Theatre where Patrolmen Whe- 
lan and Bell first sighted Simpson and 
his girl companion. Frances Frada. 
along Washington and Adams sts. to 
Nonantum. thence along Watertown 
st. to Washburn st.. where Simpson's 
ear was halted by the policemen, and 
then to the spot near the Calvary Tab- 
ernacle in Watertown, a third of a mile 
distant, where Simpson shot Patrolmen 
Bell and Murphy. 

At this place the jury was guided 
across vacant lots and behind old 
buildings to Piccolo’s drug store at the 


corner of Gal^n and California sts.. 
where Simpson seized a car owned by 
Piccolo, after forcing Mrs. Piccolo 
from the car at gun point 

Tho jurors wer»- then taken to the 
police stations at Watertown and West 
Newton to he shown the car In which 
Simpson was riding when accosted by 
the police, and the car seat of Pic- 
colo's automobile, blood stained from 
the murderer's wound Simpson was 
taken from the car In which he was 
riding and led across the route he took 
in making his escape from where he 
shot the policemen on Watertown st. 
until he reached Piccolo’s store The 
crowd which had gathered gaped Into 
the window of the automobile in which 
he was sitting, and many followed him 
as he walked across the field, but 
apart from one faint boo. none mani- 
fested any hostile attitude against 
Simpson. He tried to appear non- 
chalant, but obviously was laboring 
under a severe nervous strain. 

Among the Newton residents who 
were summoned as witnesses at the 
trial now proceeding were Chief 
Hughes. Captain Veduccio. Inspector 
Burke and Patrolman Whelan of the 
police department; Medical Examiner 
Gallagher and Asst. City Engineer 
Leonard. 

Aldermen Again 
Refuse Annuity 
To Mrs. Charlton 

A petition from Mrs. Delphine 
Charlton of Lin wood ave. Newton- 
ville. asking for a reopening of her 
claim for an annuity, occupied a cou- 
ple of hours’ time of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night. Mrs. 
Charlton Is the widow of Charles 
Charlton, for 17 years a member of 
the Newton Are department. Mr. 
Charlton died several months ago of 
Berger’s disease, and it is contended 
that the disease resulted from an ank- 
le injury the dead fireman received in 
1934 while on duty. Charlton's family 
physician asserted that the injury was 
responsible for the fireman’s death, 
and two physicians connected with the 
Newton Hospital said the injury might 
have caused the disease. Other physi- 
cians testified to the contrary at hear- 
ings held by the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Newton Aldermen 
in recent months. At the meeting of 
the Aldermen on Oct. 4. the Board, by 
a vote of 14 to 5. refused to grant 
Mrs. Charlton an annuity of $1000 for 
herself, and $200 for each of her three 
children. 

Charles Charlton served during the 
World War with the 101st Infantry in 
France and some of the Aldermen sup- 
posed that Mrs. Charlton was eligible 
to receive a considerable pension from 
the government for herself and her 
children. When they learned that such 
a pension would amount to only $3S I 
monthly, they favored the reopening 
of tho matter so that Mrs. Charlton 


might again petition for the annuity 
from the city. The Aldermen remained 
In executive session from 8:40 Monday 
night until about 1 o’clock Tuesday 
morning When the question came up 
for a vote in the open meeting it was 
defeated 1 1 to 7. Those voting to give 
th • matter further consideration were 
Aldermen Bacon. Barwise. Colby, 
Cronin. Fahey, McCabe and McKay. 
Alderman Floyd, who put the voice 
vote, also favored the reopening of the 
matter. 

Newton Policemen 
Are Shifted 


Several Newton policemen had their 
route assignments shifted on Monday. 
Patrolman William Condrin who has 
been temporarily assigned to the day 
route at Nonantum since the retire- 
ment of Patrolman Yud.son Sartwell, 
has been regularly assigned to tills 
route. Patrolman James Gaquin has 
been transferred from night duty to 
a day route at West Newton. Patrol- 
man Martin Greeley takes Gaquin’s 
former assignment on Division 2 car 
on night patrol at West Newton and 
Newtonville. Patrolman M< PInaney 
has been assigned to night patrol In 
Division 1 car at Newton. Patrolman 
Maloney has been assigned to day 
relief work. 

Owner of Biting 

Dogs In Court 

Henry J. Larkin of 926 Dedham st, 
Oak Hill, was arraigned in the New- 
ton court on Wednesday on the charge 
of not restraining two St. Bernard 
dogs after he had been ordered to do 
so by Newton police. It is alleged 
that on September 25th Larkin was 
ordered to restrain the dogs after 
one of them had bitten a son of Dr. 
Sumner Roberts. On October 30 one 
of the dogs severely bit Mrs. Henry 
S. Cummings of Oak Hill when she 
entered the Larkin yard to deliver 
Community Chest literature. The case 
was continued until November 10.

Kaltenborn Doubts 
If Roosevelt Will 
Seek Third Term 

Believes Japan Cannot Con- 
quer the Chinese

Fourteen hundred people gathered 
in the Newton High School auditorium 
last Sunday afternoon to hear Hans 
von Kaltenborn speak for the first of 
the Newton Community Forum series 
of lectures for the season 1937-38. 

Mr. Kaltenborn started out by say 
ing that a third term for President 
Roosevelt seems very doubtful and it 
will nil depend upon what happens In 
the ensuing three years. Ho believes 
Landnn utterly inadequate to the situ- 
ation. and Hoover, although far from 
being the perfect candidate, seems 
most probable at the present moment 
He gave Mr. Hoover great credit for 
having improved in many ways since 
his last term in the White House, es- 
pecially in the way of radio technique 
and campaign tactics. 

Turning to Europe. Mr. Kaltenborn 
summed up the situation in few and 
I well selected words. He has studied 
'the Spanish revolution most thorough- 
ly from both the rebel and loyalist 
viewpoints, informing the largest audi- 
ence that the Forum has evdr had in 
its three years that had it not been 
for the external influence of Fascism, 
the revolution would not have lasted 
over three months. As it happened, 
however, the forces of Germany and 
Italy have augmented those of the 
rebels and thus enabled them to main- 
tain a foothold that could not other- 
wise have been accomplished. As yet. 
Britain and France have not received 
sufficient provocation to step in and 
act in any way that would hasten a 
decision one way or the other. There 
is little doubt in Mr. Kaltenborn’s 
mind that it was Italy who was re- 
sponsible for the sinking of the British 
ship in the Mediterranean, and if 
any Italian bomber should take it into 
his head to drop an aerial bomb on 
the H. M. S. “Hood,” the largest ship 
of war in existence, which is anchored 
off the island of Majorca, there is no 
knowing what may happen to Europe. 

The speaker does not believe that 
the end will come either this fall or 
during the winter, for Madrid is well 
fortified, the loyalist troops well 
trained and well equipped with artil- 
lery. which after all amounts to 90 
per cent of any fighting force. The 
only chance of Franco’s winning this 
war lies in the recognition by England 
and France of his belligerence. This 
is not likely to come about because 
their sympathy lies largely with the 
rebels, and according to Kaltenborn, 
the best way to deal with dictators is 
boldly. If once Germany or Italy re- 
treats the least bit. their defeat is al- 
most certain. 

Going to the Sino-Japanese chaos, 
the speaker lays the encroachment of 
Japan upon China to the success of 
the Manchurian invasion of 1931. 
Every nntion of the world recognized, 
however, the cold-blooded way in 
which Japan defies every courtesy of 
statesmanship, every rule of war to 
further her ends by hook or by crook. 
Mr. Kaltenborn was most encouraging 
in one way. He does not believe that 
Japan can ever conquer China. The 
farther north they go. the longer and 
more difficult becomes their line of of- 
fense. and chance of retreat if such 
should become necessary. China is 
far ahead of Japan in numbers and 
ability. Her army is well trained in 
guerilla warfare while Japan’s is not. 
Moreover. Japan is on foreign terri 
tory which in one w r ay is to China’s 
great advantage. 

Speaking of the Neutrality Act, of 
which on** hears rumors from time to 
time. Mr. Kaltenborn does not advise 
it in the least. At the present time 
China, by means of lawful transaction, 
is receiving from this country mate- 
rials which she needs — iron, steel, and 


copper. Japan’s boar is practically, up 
ft tree. She has no gold She is up 
to her ears In debt and what is more, 
no one is shipping her goods unless 
she pays in advance for them and 
tills she cannot do. It is obvious, then, 
that to enforce the Neutrality act 
would mean to aid Japan, and to hinder 
China. Mr. Kaltenborn does not be- 
lieve thnt the Japanese will invade 
China much farther, and consequently 
it looks ns if the excitement were 
almost over. ' 

The next lecture of the series will 
tnke the form of a Symposium be- 
tween the C. I. O. and the A. F. of 
L. with prominent men representing 
each side. It was with great satisfac- 
tion that Dr. Kirtley Mather announced 
the sale of the full quota of season 
tickets for this year.

Argentine Tourist 
Visits Newton 


Miguel Dlvo, 26, of Buenos Aires, 
Argentine, visited Newton on Monday 
driving a battered 1926 Model T tour- 
ing car in which he had made a re- 
markable tour of 22,000 miles from 
Buenos Aires to New York, Divo left 
Buenos Aires in January 1935 and ar- 
rived in New York in September of 
this year. The trip included 7000 miles 
of travel through jungles and deserts 
and over the ranges of the Andes. 
Divo, a wiry young man, with bronzed 
skin and raven black hair, went 
through hardships that killed two com- 
panions. 

Starting alone, he traveled South 
from Buenos Aires, skirted the high 
ranges of the Andes and then proceed- 
ed North through Chile. Near the Ar- 
gentine-Chile border he picked up a 
companion who was later taken ill and 
remained in Chile. A second compan 
ion was recruited by Divo in San- 
tiago. Chile. This man died of heat 
and thirst in a Chilean desert. A third 
companion of Divo’s. who joined him 
in Peru, died of jungle fever in Co- 
lumbia.

Speaks On Economic Situation 
At Central Club Meeting 

In Mr. Bartholomew F. Griffin’s talk 
before tho Central Club of the Cen- 
tral Congregational Church at Now- 
tonville Monday night members and 
guests received considerable food for 
thought concerning the outlook for 
business.

dience of a trip abroad several years 
ago, and of her great desire to bring 
back in some tangible form her im- 
pressions of the many quaint and un- 
usual places she visited. Her flrst 
thought was of dolls of foreign lands, 
but as she became more keenly in- 
terested in the ways of the peoples 
across the water, she decided that 
she must have the actual costumes 
that they wore in their daily lives and 
at festivals to bring back with her. 

Dress Is an ageless topic of Inter- 
est to women, she stated, and a suita- 
ble medium to convey the particular 
atmosphere of the village or town she 
described. 

In spite of all the changing condi- 
tions of modern life even in foreign 
cities, Mrs. Green was able to find in 
little villages, unfrequented by the 
tourist, people who still wore their na- 
tive costume. In the larger towns and 
cities the native costumes are being 
gradually superseded by modern dress, 
so that the costumes she showed were 
not only authentic but historical in in- 
terest as well. 

A little Bavarian hoy and girl, the 
first models, were perhaps the most 
appealing of any. In their miniature 
costumes of dark greens and browns 
and jaunty feathered hats. The audi- 
ence could see the grandeur of this 
mountainous country as Mrs. Green de- 
scribed it. and in contrast, in the next 
model, that of a Dutch girl, they vis- 
ualized the low flat countryside of 
Holland, with windmills predominat- 
ing. and many canals which are used 
for the heavy trucking. In the cos- 
tume shown, pink, as well as the well- 
known Dutch blue, prevailed, and many 
colors were used in the bright aprons: 
and. of course, the wooden shoes and 
white coif, typical features of the 
Dutch costume. 

From Spain, that land of mingled 
wealth and poverty, beauty and tilth, 
the Alhambra, with Its delicacy and 
priceless treasures, and the many city 
streets swarming with beggars. Mrs. 
Green brought a figure of the past, a 
Spanish lady with exquisite black man- 
tilla. embroidered gown, and flirta- 
tious fan. This, she said quaintly, is 
the kind of costume Spanish girls 
wore to the bull fights She went on 
to describe that although there are 
the modernized cities of Madrid and 
Barcelona, in the rural districts there 
is still hard peasant labor, and the 
more primitive water-wheels turned 
by donkeys and even, in one instance, 
by two peasant women. 

A Breton maid wore a black dress 
with demure white kerchief, coif, col- 
ored apron, and black wooden shoes. 
In this country the coif or head dress 
Is selected with as much care as any 
modern lady’s hat These people are 
a huppv one and enjoy their simple 
way of life Market-day. with Its clat- 
ter of wooden shoes, squealing pigs, 
and rattling wagon-wheels, was one 
of the big events of their existence. 

The most amusing of the costumes 
was from Schwalen near Kassel In 
Germany, there being on this model 
thirteen layers of petticoats, besides 
a woolen skirt, and aprons. In a col- 
or scheme of red and black, with 


green bodice and tiny red teacup hat. 
In this isolated section the people are 
still medieval in their dress and hab- 
its, and while the girls wear gay col- 
ors. on marriage they must put on 
somber black. 

Marburg, the University town, Mrs. 
Green said was a perfect setting for 
the “The Student Prince” and she 
showed two caps that were identical 
with those worn in that operetta. The 
young girls of that quaint old town 
wore dark dresses with much braid- 
ing, flowered aprons, and the little tea- 
cup hats. 

Most striking of all was a costume 
from the Spreewald. with an amaz- 
ing head-dress of pink brocade ana 
white lace, different colors of pastel 
brocades in bodice and apron, and a 
scarlet skirt. This, as the rainbow 
colors might suggest, was a dress for 
festival occasions, and Mrs. Green was 
fortunate enough to see an Easter 
parade in this town which was pag- 
eant-like in effect. 

Mrs. Green closed her delightful 
talk with a modern model, an Ameri- 
can girl who, she said, combined the 
graces of the old world with the free- 
dom of today. 

At the dessert-coffee which preceded 
the meeting Mrs. Irving O. Palmer.

H. Decatur poured.

For the past week the Newton wa- 
ter supply has been characterized by a 
muddy taste and un odor which has 
made it quite disagreeable to the taste. 
The reason given is that the recent 
heavy rains caused the level of the 
Charles River to rise considerably at 
the water reservation and along its 
course, and the unusually heavy foli- 
uge the past summer caused a thick 
coating of leaves on tin* ground along 
the course of the river, as elsewhere. 
This decaying vegetation affected the 
water to such an extent that the taste 
and odor were not removed when the 
water passed through the gravel and 
sand strata at the gathering howls 
in Needham. More chlorine is being 
placed in the water basins at the reser- 
vation

MANY PUBLIC QUESTIONS 

At the present time ten petitions are being circulated under 
the initiative referendum act which may result in them being 
placed upon the ballot at the state election in 1938. Another 
question, that of biennial sessions of the legislature, will appear 
there by action of the last session of the Mass. General Court. 
Still another may be on the ballot should the court decide 
that the repeal of the so-called pre-primary law was im- 
properly declared an emergency act by Governor Hurley last 
Spring. The ten petitions for popular vote that are now in cir- 
culation deal with several important subjects. Three of these 
petitions have to do with either or both horse and dog racing 
and the legalized pari-mutuel betting laws. Two others deal 
with the question of setting up a state lottery. Two more take 
into consideration the automobile compulsory insurance laws, 
one seeking a flat rate for cars throughout the state, the other 
seeking to replace the compulsory law with a financial responsi 
bility proposal. The eighth petition deals with the free transpor- 
tation of pupils to parochial and non-profit private schools, the 
ninth with the question of placing State police under civil 
service, and the tenth with the question of whether or not taxi 
stands should be open to all operators or only to designated 
companies or individuals. All these matters are of much in- 
terest to Massachusetts citizens and the circulation of the peti- 
tions indicates that the voters are taking a more active interest 
than ever before. The progress of the petitions will be watched 
with considerable interest. 


THE JUDICIAL APPOINTMENT 

The appointment of a presiding justice of the Newton 
has been made after months of discussion, debate, and atte i 
ed political influence upon the part of those who desirJ^ 
have a voice in the selection.

Council Gets 
Recommendations 

The Newton Safety Council hold a 
meeting Inst Frldny night at Police 
Headquarters. Oenernl Daniel Need- 
ham. chairman of the council pre- 
sided and about thirty-five were pres- 
ent. The small attendance was caused 
by the fact that many members were 
attending meetings in connection witli 
the Community Chest Drive. A special 
report was received from the Engine- 
ering Committee of the Council. It 
was presented by Alfred N. Miner of 
Newtonville, chnirman of the com- 
mittee and covered nine typewritten 
pages. The report will he printed In 
the GRAPHIC during the next few 
weeks. Most of the recommenda- 
tions of t lie committee met with the 
approval of those present, hut a few 
met with decided opposition. These 
included — that in certnin sections of 
the city angle parking be done by 
backing cars into the curb at an 
angle, instead of heading in and 
backing out; that all parking be 
eliminated on Hall street. Newton; 
and that the three pedestals at New- 
ton corner be eliminated. The argu- 
ments for and against these pro- 
posals will be given in next week’s 
GRAPHIC. 


Rotary Club 

Charles B. Floyd, president of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen, was the 
guest speaker at the Monday noon 
meeting of the Newton Rotary Club 
at Brae Burn. Mr. Floyd spoke on 
the subject of birds and bird band- 
ing which for some years has been his 
hobby. He brought out many inter- 
esting facts which the handing of 
birds has revealed pertaining to the 
length of life, migrntton. and hnbits 
of various species. It has been found 
that birds native to this part of the 
country migrate as far south as cen- 
tral South America and north as far 
as Newfoundland. 

In covering great distances they usu- 
ally fly at a height of about three 
thousand feet. Aviators have followed 
various kinds of birds in flight in an 
effort to ascertain their speed. Some 
species fly as fast as seventy-eight 
miles per hour and when alarmed t Heir 
usual speed may he increased as much 
as a third for short distances. The 
normal temperature of birds is 110 
degrees which enables many of them 
to sleep in trees and unprotected nests 
in weather below zero. It is not un- 
common for some kinds of birds to 
return to the same nesting place with 
their same mate for many seasons in 
succession. The chimney swift is 
regarded as fife fastest bird on the 
wing and the eagle, living sometimes 
as long as seventy-five years, holds the 
record for longevity. 

Next Monday the Rotary Club will 
be addressed by Representative Chris- 
tian A. Herter of Boston. Republican 
floor leader of the Mass. House of 
Representatives and one of the fore- 
most students of government and cur- 
rent legislative problems in the state. 


Labor Leaders At 
Forum Next Sunday 


Next Sunday afternoon. Nov. 14th, 
the Newton Community Forum will 
present to its audience at the Newton 
High School a symposium of CIO and 
AFL leaders on the subject "Labor’s 
Needs and Demands, and How Labor 
Proposes to Meet Them." 

The speakers are to be Thomas R 
Burns, Vice-President of the United 
Rubber Workers of America and Re- 
gional Director of the National CIO; 
John F. Gately, President of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Federation of Labor; 
and James T. Moriarty. Commissioner 
of Labor and Industry in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. 

It is difficult to know just what to 
expect from such a platform of speak- 
ers. but it is believed that this sym- 
posium will be an aid in clearing up 
many of the questions in the minds of 
the people as regards the true signifi- 
cance and probable future of these 
respective parties. The symposium 
may give an idea as to whether or not 
the CIO is to supplant the AFL; wheth- 
er or not its recent activities are 
serving toward the alienation of the 
U. S. from the rest of the world, and 
will industry he able to survive the 
ordeal through which it is now pass- 
ing. Did the Duke of Windsor cancel 
his trip to this country because of 
the complications arising in Labor 
here? Is the strike becoming chronic? 
If so, where will it lead and what can 
we do about It? What Is the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization trying 
to do better than the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and in how different 
a fashion? There remnin countless oth- 
er questions to both sides and we be- 
lieve that if enough people really un- 
derstand more fully what these or- 
ganizations stood for. we might he in 
a position to control Labor’s future 
more fairly and more democratically.

The association co-operates with the 
Health Department for the immuniza- 
tion of preschool children from 3 to 
6 years old. and this year examined 
135.

Professor of 
Education and Health Education at 
Boston University who was for many 
years assistant superintendent of 
schools in Newton and a pioneer in 
School Health Education.

Wages are being reduced in nil sec- 
tions. House rents are not being re- 
duced in proportion. Most corpora- 
tions are paying as largo dividends as 
usual. Provisions keep up at pretty 
good prices with labor getting from 
$1.25 to $2 per day. Families must 
occupy close quarters and buy the 
cheapest articles of food to make both 
ends meet. 

Whoever Is chosen for Mayor of 
Newton, the most Interest we have In 
the matter is that he he a man of 
integrity and honest purpose, who will 
administer the affairs of the city as 
judiciously as he would his own. Wo 
need n man who will practice strict 
economy and the prompt enforcement 
of the InwB, and who will use the veto 
power if necessary to out any needed 
reform. 

Tuesday afternoon about 5 o’clock 
a man named Murphy was crossing the 
railroad track at Centre st., Newton 
with a stick of lumber on his shoul- 
der. He was warned by the flagman 
of an express train which was ap- 
proaching. but he did not heed the 
warning. The locomotive struck one 
end of the stick, tossing Murphy and 
the piece of lumber about 20 feet. 
A sore hack and neck were nil the 
injuries received by Murphy.

1876. The reservoir will he 100 feet 
long, 280 feet wide at the bottom, and 
22Vj feet deep. The contract calls 
for 48,000 cubic yards of enrth ex- 
cavation. 

50 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, Nov. 11, 1887 

Master Willie Ellison’s broken ann 
has progressed so favorably that he 
has been able to return to his studies 
at high school. 

All women who pay a city tax can 
register and vote for members of 
the School Committee at the coming 
city election. A receipted tax bill 
of 1886 or 1887 must he taken and 
shown to the registrars. No woman 
who does not pay a tax can have her 
name placed on the voting list. 

The Newton Y. M. C. A. will cele- 
brate Its 10th anniversary next Sun- 
day afternoon in Eliot Hall. This 
association had its beginning in a 
very small way. Ten years ago. Dr. 
Jones, a blind physician, who will be 
remembered by many in this city, rec- 
ognized the need of some religious 
exercises in the afternoon of Sun- 
days to fill in the gap between the 
morning and evening services in the 
churches. He consulted Mr. Frank 
Bacon, and It was in the latter’s sum- 
mer house that the association was 
first considered. Four gentlemen met 
at Dr. JoneH* house a week later and 
Mr. George C. Dunn, who was a mem- 
ber of the Boston Y. M. C. A. pro- 
posed the establishment of a Y. M. 

C. A. in Newton. The idea was well 
received and at a well attended meet- 
ing in Eliot Lower Hall the associa- 
tion was formed. George S. Harwood 
was elected president and George S. 
Trowbridge, secretary. 

The Hoard of Aldermen met on Tues- 
day evening and received the follow- 
ing message from Mayor Kimball— 
“The absence of the usual fall of 
rain in October and to the present 
time, lias caused an accumulation of 
dust on our streets which has been 
blown about in great clouds to the dis- 
comfort of everyone out of doors, and 
to the great loss of surface material 
from our streets. These reasons are 
of such importance as to justify the 
recommendation that immediate stops 
he taken to remedy the evil. The 
expense cannot lie large and it will 
he my pleasure to approve such appro- 
priation therefore, as your judgment 
may indicate.’’ 

Alderman Grant moved that the 
Highway Committee he authorized to 
have flic streets sprinkled as they 
have been this summer, for such 
future time as may lie deemed neces- 
sary. A hearing was given to the 
petition of the Newton Electric Light 
& Power Company to put in another 
engine and holler, so that the total 
■opacity of their engines and hollers 
shall he 200 horse-power.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


When Edwin O. Childs assumed the 


office of Mayor in 1914 some of his idorman Abbot Rice and former Alder- 


friendH expressed doubts that an ideal 
1st such as he hnd been, could suc- 
ceed In the very practical field of 
politics. They were nppreliensive 
that the new Mayor might bo the vic- 
tim of the machinations of scheming 
politicians. To many persons “poli- 
tics" is an unsavory word, and poli- 
ticians are undesirable citizens who 
seek and obtain public office for 
mercenary reasons, who resort to in- 
trigue and artifice. While many men 
who have held and are holding of- 
fice deserve this uncomplimentary 
characterization, others who have en- 
tered into politics are men of a high 
type, although they are neither ideal- 
ists nor reformers. 

The apprehension of the Mayor’s 
friends, who feared his entrance into 
the realm of politics was not war- 
ranted. They did not realize that al- 
though he always carefully avoided 
anything that savored of practical 
politics, and that he refrained from 
unnecessary participation in partisan 
activities, that lie was and is an un- 
usual student of human nature, and 
possessed the faculty of gaining and 
retaining popularity to a degree that 
should make the average professional 
politician turn green with envy. They 
had no idea that the man elected to 
his first public office would continue 
as Mayor for sixteen years, and then 
would return to the office after hav- 
ing been out of it for six years. 

Shortly after the Mayor assumed 
office in 1911 he had his first differ- 
ence with the then Board of Aider- 
men. He reinstated an employee of 
the city who had been suspended by 
his predecessor for unbecoming con- 
duct. A large majority of the Alder- 
men ‘opposed the Mayor on this mat- 
ter and refused to appropriate money 
for this employee’s salary. The Mayor 
stood by his act. and contended thui 
other city employees had erreil, hut 
had not been severely punished be- 
cause they had n “pull." Since then 
Mayor Childs has always been prone 
to he quite merciful with erring em- 
ployees of the city. 

Mayor Childs in his first inaugural 
address stated that there were rumors 
during the campaign preceding his 
election that u number of department 
heads would he removed, but that this 
was not true. He stated that he would 
not remove any department head ex- 
cept for incompetency. But soon after 
he assumed office reports were circu- 
lated throughout the city that Charles 
W. Ross, who had been Superintendent 
of Streets and Street. Commissioner 
since 1889. was to be asked to resign. 
On April 4, 1914. Mr. Ross did resign. 
He was regarded as a very competent 
official but he had not been popular 
with many of the laborers in the Street 
Department. During the campaign 
there had been considerable agitation 
by these employees and their friends 
demanding the removal of Mr. Ross, 
should Mr. Childs be elected Mayor. 
These demands continued after Mr. 
Childs was elected Mayor. A somewhat 
similar condition was to follow 22 
years later regarding Richard H. El- 
lis. Commissioner of Public Works. 
The following month Charles I. Buck- 
nam., Forestry Commissioner, resigned. 
His resignation had also been predict- 
ed, but there was no political signifi- 
cance attached to it. The outstanding 
matter before the city government dur- 
ing Mr. Childs first year as Mayor 
was a prolonged discussion among the 
Aldermen over “pony express" liquor 
licenses. 


In April 1915, the candidacies of Al- 


man Arthur W. Blakemore for tho 
Republican nomination for Mayor wore 
announced. It was also mnde known 
that Mayor Childs would be a candi- 
date for reelection. Some months la- 
ter Childs received the Democratic 
nomination and also defeated Blake- 
more and Rice for the Republican nom- 
ination. Rice ran against Childs as 
an independent candidate. John C. 
Rrimblecom in the GRAPHIC support- 
ed Childs. The Mayor was reelected 
over Rice by a vote of 3561 to 1939. 

In 1915, the mutter of engaging an 
export to make a survey of tho Street, 
Water and Forestry Departments was 
discussed, and also there was agita- 
tion for the establishment of preferen- 
tial voting in Newton elections, and 
making city elections here non-parti- 
san. 

In 1916 the expert on city manage- 
ment, a Mr. Cottrell, made a survey of 
the three departments mentioned 
uhovo and reported their heads were 
ail striving for efficiency, and were 
practicing even false economy. At the 
election of that yfcar the citizens of 
Newton voted to adopt tho non-parti- 
san, preferential voting election sys- 
tem. Mayor Childs in his inaugural the 
next month criticized the adoption of 
this type of election as designed 
against him. in an editorial in the 
GRAPHIC, J. C. Brimblecom, who had 
introduced the hill in the Legislature 
for tho new method of conducting the 
elections, stated that Mr. Childs could 
not justl ymake the criticism because 
in 1915 lie had stated at a meeting of 
the Newton Civic Club that he only 
wanted to serve two tonus as Mayor, 
that the bill was introduced in the 
legislature early in 1916, and that the 
only organized opposition to it came 
from a group of Newton citizens who 
had been consistently opposed to Mr. 
Childs. 

Mayor Childs budget reeommenda 
tion in 1917 called for an increase of 
about $200,000 over the preceding 
year and recommended salary In- 
creases for about all city officials and 
employees. At the election in Decern 
her 1917, Mr. Childs was unopposed 
for reelection und only 1390 ballots 
were cast at the election, in February 
1918, t lie Mayor’s budget called for an 
increase of $150,000 over that of 1917. 
The cost of living had soared and sal 
aries of city employees were being 
raised in common with those of per- 
sons in private employment. The bud- 
get for 1919 again showed a large in- 
crease. about $200,000 over that of 
1918. The Aldermen cut about $52,000 
from tho Mayor’s recommendations. 

In 1918 friends of Mayor Childs 
urged him to run for the Republican 
nomination for Congress from this dis 
trict and he consented. His opponent 
for the nomination was former Lieut. 
Governor Robert Luce of Waltham. The 
war was on and little interest was 
manifested in politics. Mayor Childs 
made no effort to win the nomination. 
Mr. Luce won by the slim majority of 
223 votes. Chided for not making 
any effort, which would have surely 
won for him the nomination and elec- 
tion to Congress, Mr. Childs told the 
writer he was not anxious to go to 
Congress. 

In 1919 Mr. Childs was again unop- 
posed for Mayor. Of a total registra- 
tion of about 8000 voters, 3279 went 
to the polls and 2744 voted for Mr. 
Childs. The cost of living was still soar-

Found Not Guilty 
of Drunken Driving

cense only gave him the right to drive 
a car with planetary transmission 
i Model T Fordi. and the car he was 
driving was a Chevrolet with g**ar 
shift. 

Patrolmen Lyons. McArdle, Brayton. 
Corcoran and Lieut. Moan, the book- 
ing officer, all testified that Furdon 
was under the influence of liquor The 
defendant did not testify. Judge Pap- 
pas, before finding Furdon not guilty, 
commented that Patrolman Lyons had 
testified that Furdon had only drank a 
couple of glasses of beer. Inspector 
King, who conducted the prosecution, 
replied that Lyons had not so testi- 
fied. Judge Pappas answered that his 
notes, in black and white, so showed 
Lyons’ testimony. Lyons had stated 
that Furdon was under the influence of 
liquor, but under questioning had testi- 
fied that when he questioned Furdon 
at the latter’s home, the defendant 
had told him (Lyons) that he had 
only drank a couple of glasses of beer.

Newton police are endeavoring to 
learn the identity of hoodlums who 
have been breaking street lights on 
Blake st. and Morse rd. at Newton- 
ville. They are also on the trail of 
youths and boys who think they do 
something smart when they tip over 
ash barrels which have been placed on 
sidewalks awaiting collection of ashes 
by employees of the street depart- 
ment. 


Goodwin Stresses 
Speed and Liquor 

Frank A. Goodwin, campaign chair- 
man of the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Campaign, is asking police officials 
throughout the State to check the ex- 
cessive speed of motorists, and keep 
a closer watch for drivers who have 
been drinking, during the current 
month. 

In October, a state-wide effort was 
made to gain the co-operation of pe- 
destrians in a safer use of the high- 
ways at night. In November, the cam- 
paign will concentrate upon th** mo- 
torist who violates traffic regulations 

A study of the causes of the first 
60 motor vehicle fatalities that oc- 
curred in October has convinced the 
campaign directors that the pedes- 
trian is not yet aroused to the serious 
aspects of the hazard. Forty-two pe- 
destrians died to 18 occupants; and 
these are not the total deaths for the 
month. Seventy per cent of these pe- 
destrian fatalities occurred during the 
hours of darkness. The pedestrian 
past middle age was very often the 
victim. There was only one pedestrian 
who had been drinking 

A number of the drivers who were 
involved in a fatal accident were in- 
experienced drivers. Twenty-six mo- 
torists were operating at high speed 
In six cases the car crashed after go- 
ing off the highway. Three drivers 
were intoxicated, and three were op- 
erating on the low beam There were 
four cases of faulty equipment, though 
he cars had been inspected a month 
previous. Two skidding accidents on 
stormy days resulted in fatal accidents, 
but speed was a factor in the skid. 
The hours of greatest accident fre- 
quency were from 5 to 9 p. m.. when 
26 persons were killed. 

A significant fact in the pedes- 
trian deaths was that, while 8 oc- 
curred at intersections, 14 occurred 
between intersections, an especially 
dangerous place at night, because of 
ooor lighting. Members of the cam- 
paign committee who are addressing 
public meetings must stress this 
point. 

Six persons were walking on country 
roads when struck down, and only two 
were facing oncoming traffic Four 
children were killed while playing 
in the street at night.

Ur. E. A. Andrews 
Dies at N. Centre 


Dr. Edward Austin Andrews, a promi- 
nent physician and loader In civic af- 
fairs. died Monday. Nov. 8th. at the 
Newton Hospital after a short illness. 
He was horn in Whetmore. Kansas. 
April 7, 1871. and enme enst at an 
early age and received his education 
at Harvard Medical College. Class of 
1896. After serving five years on the 
Staff of the Children's Hospital. Bos- 
ton, he came to Newton Centre and 
had practiced In Newton for over 86 
years. He had just retired from the 
Newton Hospital Staff. In which ca- 
pacity he had served the people of 
'his city for 25 years. 

He was a member of the Children’s 
Hospital Alumni Association and the 
American, Massachusetts, and New- 
ton Medical Societies. 

It was during this term of office that 
he nnd the then head of the Newton 
Health Department, the late Dr. Cur- 
tis, organized and enforced a group 
of rules for the safe handling of milk 
In Newton, which was copied by other 
cities and towns in the United States, 
which eventually led to the general 
pasteurization of milk throughout the 
nation. 

In addition to his many duties, ho 
found time to give generously of his 
talents to his adopted city. He was 
President of the Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association for 14 years, 
nnd during his tenure of office many 
improvements for Newton Centre resi- 
dents came into being. Among oth- 
ers, the campaign for funds, the erec- 
tion and presentation without cost to 
the City of Newton of the Newton 
Centre Library building might he con- 
sidered the high point of his efforts. 
However, countless hours were spent 
on John W. Weeks Junior High School 
playground, the Thompsonville Play- 
ground, the Memorial Flag Pole on th© 
Village Green, the bathing privileges 
in Crystal Lake, with subsequent erec- 
tion of the bath house, all of which are 
now active for the benefit of Newton 
citizens. 

A great lover or flowers and trees, 
many of the beautiful elms and ma- 
ples which border Newton Centre 
streets were the direct result of his 
efforts, in cooperation with the late 
Street Commissioner George E. 
Stuart. • He was also a member of the 
Newton City Hall and War Memorial 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee, a mem- 
ber of the Mayor’s Relief Committee 
«rince its inception by ex-Mayor Sin- 
clair Weeks, and a momber for a num- 
ber of years in the Newton Republican 
Ward and City Committees. 

He leaves his widow. Alice O. 
Andrews (nee Bond) and a son, Rob- 
ert Austin Andrews. Services were 
hold in the First Church in Newton, 
Newton Centre, at 2 p. m., Wednesday, 
Nov. 10th. Dr. Roynton and Dr. Sul- 
livan officiated. The ushers were; 
Fred D. Bond, C. Faulkner Kendall, 
Arthur W. Rayner. and Frederick C. 
Rising, all of Newton Centre. Inter- 
ment was at the Newton Cemetery.

The English Boy Choristers will sing 
in the Church of the Messiah, Auburn- 
dale. on Monday, November 23nd, at 
8 p. m. 

These Choristers are a group of ten 
boys chosen from prominent Churches 
of England, and brought together and 
especially trained in the London Choir 
School, founded fifteen years ago by 
Carlton Borrow, Associate Royal Col- 
College Organist. It provWes a cen- 
tral Choir School in London, where 
the facilities for traditional - choir 
school training, both educational and 
musical, are made available to. th,e Par- 
ish Churches. 

There are at present 125 pupils in 
the School ranging in age from nine 
to sixteen years. Ten Choristers 11 to 
13 years of age were selected to visit 
this country. Three of the Choristers 
are outstanding soloists, who lead 
their own Parish Choirs. The educa- 
tion of the Choristers while on tour 
is under the direction of a qualified 
schoolmaster, and a certain portion of 
each day is allotted for their studies 

The Choristers’ daily dress Is the 
grey suits of the London Choir School, 
with School ties and caps. When they 
appear in the Churches, they wear red 
Cassock, white Surplices, white Ruf- 
fles. and Medals. 

The present tour commenced in New 
York City, and takes the group as 
far west as Kansas City. The visit 
has a two-fold aim: firstly, to give 
practical expression to the feeling of 
amity and concord between the two 
great English speaking nations.

A few weeks later. Mr. Childs an- 
nounced that he would lie a candidate 
for another term, his fifth of two years. 

A committee was organ- 
ized to aid Mr. Childs’ candidacy, it 
was headed by Thomas W. White of 
Newton Upper Falls. Mr. White had 
broken into the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen some years before against the 
opposition of the then Republican ma- 
chine of the city. Displaying* ability 
and sagacity in the Aldermen, he had 
won the support of prominent Republi- 
cans in Newton, went to the Legisla- 
ture and became a leader in the House 
of Representatives. Later he was ap- 
pointed to important State positions 
by various Governors and became a 
friend and confidant of Calvin Cool- 
idge. Mr. White was a practical pol- 
itician. 

The Childs committee and workers 
held a meeting at Newton Corner, the 
writer being one of those present. It 
was urged that active work he started 
at once to offset the campaigning be- 
ing done for Leon Rogers. But Mr. 
White opposed this proposal. He fa- 
vored a short, intensive campaign, and 
his advice was taken.

NEWTON ROMPS TO 

DEFEAT WORCESTER 

Castoldi Again Stars With His 
Mate’s Teamwork 

Newton high decisively trimmed 
Worcester Classical on the Newton- 
ville gridiron Inst Saturday, 26 to 0, to 
chalk lip Its third victory In a row 
nnd the fourth of the 1937 season to 
give it a shade better than an even 
rating for the waning schedule. Guido 
Castoldi again was the outstanding 
performer of the Newton team al- 
though his all-round play was consid- 
erably enhanced by the smooth nnd 
efficient teamwork of his ten mates. 
Tile Newton line charged low and fast 
to open up holes for the hacks and the 
hacks in turn gave excellent interfer- 
ence for the hall carrier. 

The first two of four Newton touch- 
downs came in the second period. Cas- 
toldi took a Worcester kick on his 
own 35 and returned it to midfield. 
Hines went around end for seven 
yards. Castoldi went through a big 
hole at tackle nnd cut loose for the 
goal, only to be pulled down at the 
21, a 22-yard gain. Fisher picked up 
three and Hines was thrown for a loss 
of two to make it third down and nine 
to go. Stan Burns faded back and 
tossed a forward which nestled in 
Castoldi’s arms on the eight-yard line 
and the Newton fullback went over 
for the opening tally. He then con- 
verted the extra point by placement. 1 
Newton kicked off and Worcester 
was forced to punt as its running at- 
tack was smothered and its aerials in- 
completed. Trychon’s punt was a 
beauty that rolled over the goal line t 
into the end zone and Newton put the 
ball in play on the 20-yard stripe, j 
Fisher carried through tackle and with j 
Castoldi throwing a perfect block on 
a Worcester tackier, the Newton Half- 
back was enabled to get into the clear. 
He cut towards the south sideline and 
ran the 80 yards from the scrimmage 
for the most spectacular touchdown 
of the day. Castoldi missed the try 
for point and at halftime the score 
read Newton 13, Worcester 0. 

Worcester kicked off to open the 
third period and Newton retained pos- 
session of the ball until its third score 
was made. Castoldi returned the 
kickoff to his 35. Burns with seven 
yards and Robey with an 11-yard gain 
made it first down in Worcester ter- 
ritory. With Robey doing most of the 
carrying, the Newton team rolled 
along for two more first downs to the 
Worcester 25. A two-yard gain by 
Burns and a Burns to Hines pass put 
the pigskin on the 12-yard line. Burns 
gained half of the remaining distance 
and then Robey rammed his way 
through for the touchdown. Again 
Castoldi’s try for the point failed. 

With a team of Newton reserves 
on the field, the fourth touchdown 
came late in the final quarter. Newton 
recovered a Worcester fumble near 
midfield, Sohaski made a nice gain to 
the 34 and a long pass from Coletti 
to Manchester was completed for a 25- 
yard gain to the Worcester nine-yard 
line. Two plays netted five yards and 
after a pass was incompleted, Worces- 
took tho hall on downs and the 
Newton march was halted. An attempt- 
ed pass from the end zone was inter- 
cepted by Manchester. He fumbled 
when tackled and Coletti recovered to 
give Newton another chance from the 
12-yard line. Lowry carried for three 
rushes to finally cross the line. Pailler 
plunged through for the extra point to 
make the score 26 to 0. A few plays 
later the game ended after Worcester 
had failed to gain materially following 
the kickoff and Trychon punted to 
Coletti. 

Although decisively defeated the 
visiting Worcester aggregation threat- 
ened to score on several occasions and 
their deceptive attack gave the spec- 
tators many a thrill. Receiving the 
opening kickoff the hall carrier faked 
running the hall and decoyed many of 
the Newton players out of position. He 
then passed to a teammate who swept 
around the end for a 40-yard return 
cross midfield into Newton territory. 
Fullback Trychon, who was outstand- 
ing for the visitors throughout the 
game, picked up seven yards in three 
plays and then kicked to the Newton 
16 yard line. Castoldi fumbled to 
give Worcester a grand opportunity 
hut a Worcester fumble, returning the 
ompliment, returned the hall to New- 
ton’s possession. After picking up a 
first down near midfield Newton punt 
ed. Several exchanges of punts saw 
neither team threatening although a 
Fitzgerald to Puglia pass to the Wor- 
cester 10-yard stripe missed comple- 
tion by the barest of margins.

The citizens of Newton consume on 
a daily average 32,000 quarts of milk 
which is less than a pint per capita and 
insufficient to maintain health at its 
highest standard. There is no food 
available which contributes so much 
to the growth, development, and main- 
tenance of good health as milk. With- 
out milk or milk products it is impos- 
sible to design a diet adequate in hone 
and tootli building calcium. Milk also 
furnishes the best type of protein for 
tissue growth and repair. Milk should 
he considered as a food rather than as 
a beverage and in times like the pres- 
ent. of high prices for other food prod- 
ucts, should he included regularly in 
the menu in the form of cream soups, 
chowders, nnd puddings. 

Every child in Newton should have 
at least a quart of milk a day and the 
minimum for an adult should he a 
pint. Modern nutrition research has 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that adequate amounts of milk repre- 
sent an economy because of resulting 
health and vigor. 

Citizens of Newton should avail 
themselves of the opportunity offered 
by National Milk Week to learn more 
of the Importance of this vital food and 
to become familiar with new methods 
of preparing menus which include 
milk.

Newton Corner To 
Get Parking Space 

The serious lack of parking facili- 
ties, which for the past 25 years has 
contributed to the decline of Newton 
Corner as a business section, proba- 
bly will soon be a thing of the past. 
For several months Phillips Byfleld, 
agent of the R. C. Taylor Trust In 
Newton has been endeavoring to efTect 
an agreement between the City of 
Newton and the Taylor Trust where- 
by an area of about 28,000 square feet 
at Pearl ct., between Washington and 
Pearl st., will be leased by the city 
for a public parking area, and which 
will accommodate between 150 and 200 
cars. The plan was to have the city 
pay a yearly lease to the Taylor OBtate 
of about $189, the amount of taxes on 
the land to be used. The Taylor es- 
tate ordered a number of tenants oc- 
cupying six tenement dwellings on the 
property to move, as the buildings are 
to he razed. Some of the people who 
have had to vacate, have lived in the 
houses for 25 and 30 years. 

Some of the Aldermen were at first 
opposed to the plan, but It is under- 
stood that a big majority of the Board 
is now In favor of the project. Mayor 
Childs has hesitated to commit the 
city to the project since it became 
known that an expense, variously es- 
timated at from $2500 to $3500 will 
be entailed in grading and surfacing 
the area. However, the Mayor states 
that he is anxious to procure the 
parking space, and will co-operate in 
the reaching of an agreement which 
will be accepted by the Taylor estate 
and which will protect the interests 
of the city. It is understood that 
the city will receive a 6 years lease

Approach of Election Stirs Interest — Hill, Lyon, Cronin and 
Melcher to Retire — Everts and Ashenden Wd. 2 Candidates 


With the definite assurance that 
neither Alderman Albert M. Lyon nor 
Donald M. Hill of Newtonville would 
be candidates for re-election comes the 
announcement of the candidacies of 
Albert P. Everts as Alderman-at- 
Large and Richard C. Ashenden as 
Ward Alderman from Ward 2. Mr. 
Lyon has served the city for more 
than 20 years In several positions, a 
member of the school committee, mem- 
ber of the Planning Board, and for the 
past three years as a member of the 
Board of Aldermen. A year ago Mr.

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Representative Christian A. Herter 
of Boston, Republican floor leader of 
the Mass. House of Representatives, 
was the guest speaker at the Monday 
noon meeting of the Rotary Club at 
Brae Burn. Mr. Herter spoke on "Leg- 
islation and Business." expressing 
grave concern over the continued loss 
of industry nnd business in Massachu- 
setts because of the Federal and state 
situation in regnrd to taxes. Refer- 
ring to the recent New York speech by 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
the speaker pointed out omissions and 
discrepancies towards the balancing of 
the federal budget without the Impo- 
sition of new taxes. Although the at 
titude expressed by Mr. Morgenthau 
was more favorable to business than 
heretofore Mr. Herter was not op- 
timistic about, the size of reductions 
that could he made, particularly In 
Federnl relief in 1938. 

Mr. Herter pointed out that although 
governmental costs have risen sharp- 
ly in every state in the past fifteen 
years Massachusetts has made the 
best record. Costs in this state have 
risen 115%, with the state of Mary 
land In second position with nn in- 
crease of 194 and other states rang- 
ing to ns much of nn Increase ns 
2200 %. 

Turning to the relief burden Mr. 
Herter showed thnt locally the cost 
of relief was ultimately borne by real 
estate as the only source of revenue. 
The average of local taxes in this 
state is now about $36 per thousand 
of valuation. As the only remedy 
available towards a lessening of the 
burden upon real estate he expressed 
the belief that n 2% sales tax was 
the only apparent solution. Although 
this tax is decidedly unpopular with 
either the average citizen or the pol- 
itician it would reduce the burden 
upon real estate about $6 per thou- 
sand. Unless such a tnx is established 
nr some other new form of revenue 
is found there is every Indication that 
real estate taxes will continue to go 
higher and forep many business con- 
cerns to lenve the state. At the pres- 
ent time about twenty-three stntes 
have a form of sales tax. 

Mr. Herter believes that consider- 
able savings to the taxpayer can be 
made through the elimination of colos- 
sal frills upon the part of the Fed- 
eral government. One such Instance 
of extravagant and wasteful expendi- 
ture is In the attempt to harness wa- 
ter power. Efficient centrally loca- 
ted steam plants can be built as need- 
ed at far less cost. Following his ad- 
dress Mr. Herter answered numerous 
questions by interested members. 

Next Monday the speaker will he 
Gardner E. Campbell, managing editor 
of the Wakefield Daily Item, who has 
done considerable mountain climbing 
nnd amateur photography. He will 
tell of his experiences featuring four 
trips to the top of Mt Washington in

To Forum 


Another largo audience tilled the 
Newton High School auditorium Inst 
Sunday at the second meeting of the 
Newton Community Forum. A sym- 
posium on labor was expected to pro- 
vide considerable acrimonious debate 
between representatives of the CIO 
and the A. F. of L. but ns matters 
turned out it wns a very peaceful and 
courteous affair with the speakers 
agreeing on many points that the pub- 
lic has heretofore believed to have 
been the subject of considerable con- 
troversy. The speakers were, Dion 
Donlon. field representative for the 
CIO, J. Arthur Morinrtv, president of 
tin* Typographical Union, an affiliate of 
the A. F. of L. and Raymond F. O'Con- 
nell, legal counsel for the State de- 
partment of Labor nnd Industries. Dr. 
Kirtlev F. Mather, chairman of the 
forum, introduced the speakers, nl- 
loting twenty minutes to each fol- 
lowing which questions were asked 
by the audience. 

Mr. Donlon was the first speaker. He 
stated that Labor Unions and the Com- 
mittees representing them have been 
subjected to a great deal of unfair 
criticism and calumny by the press 
and by people who know little or noth- 
ing of the situation. He named four 
men. Gould, Frick, Cnrnegie, and Baer 
who have been most instrumental in 
the disruption of labor anil gave in 
stances of what ench did to this end 
The purpose of the CIO. Mr. Donlon 
said, is the stabilization of labor 
through the strength of organizing its 
members. It does not, as is often 
times and wrongly supposed, believe 
in or tolerate the old methods of an- 
archistic violence. The working men 
and women of today demand unity in 
the labor movement minimum wage, 
maximum hours, and improved work- 
ing conditions, and these, Mr. Donlon 
said, they shall have. 

Mr. Morlarty, the second speaker, 
gave a brief resume of the growth and 
development of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor which, he said, has been 
a direct outcome of the Industrial Rev- 
olution and the change from individ- 
ual craftsmanship to muss production. 
The rise of industry saw the begin- 
ning of trade unionism. Massachu- 
setts was probably the last state to 
become reconciled to the new age, 
considering unions of any kind de- 
structive to society and "conspiratical" 
to the nth degree. Mr. Morlarty ex- 
plained the difference between the in- 
dustrial organization nnd the crafts 
organization, saying that at one time 
the two were synonymous, or rather 
that the crafts organizations were 
once industrial, and that the crafts 
organization is the backbone of Labor 
movement in the United Stntes. 

The A. F. of L. Mr. Morlarty said, 
Is a democratic organization and like 
any organization with a sound founda 
tion, is slow to make changes. He

The High School building in New- 
tonville, which has been greatly en- 
larged and otherwise improved in its 
interior and outside appearance, wns 
formally rededicated on Thursday eve- 
ning. Every part of the building was 
brilliantly lighted and thrown open for 
inspection. Several hundred people 
looked over the building and noted 
the conveniences for the prosecution 
of the school work. The exercises 
were opened by a prayer by Rev. J. 
C. Adams and then a choral was sung 
by the school. Alderman J. Willard 
Rice, chairman of the Public Prop 
erty committee, in a few words pre- 
sented t lie keys of the building to 
Mayor Hyde. He said the sum of 
$25,000 had been spent on the improve- 
ments. Mayor Hyde accepted the 
trust in behalf of the city and com- 
plimented the committee for complet- 
ing the work within the appropriation. 

General Underwood was one of the 
speakers and contrasted the present 
schools with those of 20 years ago. 
He was followed by D. B. Hagar, prin- 
cipal of Salem Normal School, who 
gave some reminiscences of iiis school 
days at Lower Falls. Rev. John Wor- 
cester urged the importance of a good 
atmosphere in the building, that no 
wrong should enter, but all should be 
pure and good. Frivolity should be 
out of place. Rev. Dr. Hosmer said he 
was inspired by the recollections to 
which lie had listened. Eighty years 
ago girls were not taught to write. 
They were not considered intellectu- 
ally able to master such learning. Now 
what a change. Rev. Dr. Tarbox said 
that the old schools with all their 
disadvantages had educated some no- 
ble men. Most of the gentlemen on 
the platform had been educated in 
such oldtime schools. He lauded the 
old fashioned spelling schools. Na- 
thaniel T. Allen thought our schools 
now have too many helps. There is 
too much tendency to do for the scho- 
lar, rather than to have him work out 
his problems for himself. 

The demand for accommodations 
in the night schools is so great that 
tho school committee has had to open 
a third night school in the Eliot 
School on Pearl st.. Nonnntum. 

The Board of Aldermen held a spe- 
h'l meeting on Monday evening to 
hear the report of the sewerage com- 
mittee. Alderman Ward presented the 
report, paying that it must be appar- 
ent to everyone that some means must 
he adopted for tho removal of sewage, 
both :•» nn economic nnd sanitary 
measure. Former committees had 
i creed that some system should he 
ndopted. Imt differed ns to what partic- 
ular ono should he chosen. At first it 
had been recommended that the outlet 
of tho Newton sewer should lie in tho 
Charles River opposite the Watertown 
arsenal, but the river has become so 
foul from sewage nr tter, that further 
pollution of it would be dangerous to 
people living near Its banks. The Met- 
ropolitan system was then talked of, 
hut it was evident thnt the State gov- 
ernment will not take action In this 
mnttor for some years, nnd immedinte 
relief is needed In the more thickly 
populated portions of this city. The 
cost of removing sewage nt present Is 
“o great that It will nearly pnv the 
interest on the cost of a good sewer- 
age system. The city engineer nnd 
the committee have visited a number 
of cities and examined plans for tho 
chemical treatment of sewage. The 
system adopted in Chelsea seemed tho 
least expensive and most suitable for 
Newton. Tanks were constructed there 
at small expense, the sewage chemical- 
ly treated, the water purified and al- 
lowed to go Into the Mystic River, nnd 
tin* sol Ills removed and spread on 
land 


In December 1921 Mayor Childs wus 
re-elected for a fifth term of 2 years, 
and n Childs’ slate of Aldermen was 
nlso elected which resulted In a ma 
jorlty of the Bonrd of Aldermen be- 
ing avowedly friendly to the Mayor. 
During the preceding enmpaign John 
C. Brimblecom, editor of the Newton 
Graphic, had strongly urged the elec 
tion of Leon Rogers, who opposed May- 
or Childs. Although Mr. Brimblecom 
had supported Mr. Childs in his con- 
test with Abbot Rice in 1915 when the 
latter run for Mayor, and had support- 
ed Mr. Childs for the Republican nom- 
ination for Congress against Robert 
Luce in 1918. he had a number of 
times criticised Mr. Childs for re- 
peatedly being a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, and had become quite unpopu- 
lar with many of the Mayor’s friends 
as a result. During the campaign it 
had been repeatedly asserted by 
Childs’ partisans that if the slnfe of 
uldermnnic candidates favorable to 
him won out, Brimblecom would he 
ousted from the position of Clerk of 
Committees (of t lie Board of Aider- 
men) an office he had held for over 
24 years. The thrent became n fact. 
At the first meeting of the new Board 
on January 2, 1922, Alderman Heath- 
cote moved that the rules of the Board 
of Aldermen be changed so that 
the duties of the Clerk of Com- 
mittee he performed by the City Clerk 
The motion was carried by a vote of 
11 to 10 and Mr. Brimhlecom’s serv- 
ices were dispensed with. 

Another city official who got In 
wrong with the Childs’ partisans dur- 
ing the campaign was Chief of Police 
Fred M. Mitchell. The week before 
the election a letter appeared in the 
GRAPHIC signed by Chief Mitchell re- 
futing a statement made during the 
campaign which accused the Chief of 
having appointed severul men to the 
Newton police department who had 
been ex-members of the Boston police 
without having acquainted Mayor 
Childs with this fact. Chief Mitchell 
asserted he had told the Mayor of this 
particular, and he was labelled as a 
supporter of Leon Rogers. Mitchell’s 
scalp was also demanded by some of 
Mayor Childs’ supporters. 

One month later, in February 1922, 
Chief Mitchell asked to he retired be- 
cause of poor health. His resigna- 
tion was accepted. He had been Chief 
for 17 years and a member of the po- 
lice department since 1890. 

The Mayor submitted the budgets 
estimates on April 3, 1922. They to 
tailed $2,859,641: an increase of 
$322,000 over tho preceding year, or 
13%. The cost of running the city 
was rapidly growing. In August of 
1922 the tax rate was announced at 
$25.40, an increase of $1.40 over that 
of 1921. It would have been higher 
except for an Increase in valuation 
in the city of about $4,000,000. The 
big question before the Mayor and Al- 
dermen In 1922 was the matter of zon- 
ing. A knitting mill and dye house 
had been in process of construction 
off Newtonville ave. near Cabot Park 
and residents or the exclusive areas 
of the city naturally became alarmed 
at the threatened intrusion of the 
neighborhoods by business and man- 
ufacturing activities. Twice a ma- 
jority of the Aldermen passed zoning 
ordinances and twice the Mayor ve 
toed them because he considered them 
too stringent and unfair to property 
owners. His vetoes were sustained. 
The aldermen then objecting to the 
zoning ordinances passed by the Board 
had as their leaders Aldermen Heath- 


cote. Hollis and White. Finally In 
December a compromise was reached 
nnd the Mayor accepted a zoning ordi- 
nance which allowed two-family 
houses lu any part of the city. With- 
in a few yonrs the zoning ordinance 
was amended so thnt most of the city 
wns changed to single residence zones 
and some of the 1922 Board of Alder- 
men admitted they were wrong in 
their opposition to single residence re- 
strictions. 

The outstanding feature of the city 
election in December 1922 was tho elec- 
tion of Sinclair Weeks as Alderman* 
nt-Lnrge from Ward 3. He defeated 
Phillip C. Carter. 

In January of 1923 the Mayor sub- 
mitted the budget estimates. They to- 
talled $3,098,117.92; an Increase of 
about $250,000 over the preceding 
year. The Bonrd of Aldermen reduced 
these figures by $88,000. Tho tax rate 
for the year was $26.60, an increase 
of $1.20 over 1922. The Increase In 
valuation of real estate and personal 
property was $6,433,304 over 1922. In 
July. 1923, Walter Forbush who lmd 
been Public Buildings Commissioner 
for 11 years resigned and Mayor 
Childs appointed Cecil Chadwick as 
acting Commissioner. Mr. Chadwick 
had been plumbing inspector. Tho tax 
rate was declared in August; it was 
$26.60. an increase of $1.20. The in- 
crease in property values In the city 
since the preceding year was 
$6,433,304. 

In November of 1923 John Brimble- 
com announced that since able men 
were reluctant to run against Mayor 
Childs because they feared defeat, that 
he would become a candidate In order 
to give voters a chance to express 
themselves that 10 years was enough 
for any man to hold the office. He said 
he entertained no delusions as to the 
outcome of the election. The election 
• he following month resulted in an 
easy victory for Childs; ho received 
7434 votes nnd Brimblecom 2693. Fred 
L. Smith of Ward 3, who had been 
elected on the Childs slnte in 1921, 
was defeated for reelection by William 
B. Baker, who was anti-Childs. During 
1923 Alderman White, who had led the 
Childs campaign in 1921, gave evi- 
dences of political hostility to the 
Mayor at several meetings of tho Al- 
dermen. The report became current 
through the city that Mr. White, who 
had a desire to he Mayor, had expected 
that Childs would not run again in 
1923. 

In March 1924 Mayor Childs an- 
nounced his budget estimates for the 
year. They totalled $3,393,306 and the 
Aldermen lopped about $230,000 off 
these estimates. The increase was 
$171,000 over 1923. The tax rate for 
the year was $27.40, an increase of 80 
cents. Property valuations in the city 
increased $7,500,000 over the prec eding 
year. Newton had for several years 
been outstripping the State in the 
building of new residences. The prin- 
cipal cause of Newton’s added expenses 
was the extra cost of public schools. 

In April of 1924 after a bitter de- 
bate. the Aldermen voted to amend 
the city ordinance relating to the ap- 
pointing of the Public Buildings Com- 
missioner. Previously the ordinance 
required that anyone appointed to this 
office must be an experienced archi- 
tect. builder or civil engineer. Mayor 
Childs asked that tlu* ordinance be 
amended so that he could appoint Cecil 
Chadwick, who was a plumber. The

a* somebody’s home escape the prob- 
lem of planning, cooking, etc. But 
they do not get away scot free. They 
may indulge to their heart’s content 
from the many appealing dishes placed 
before them. Simple enough unless 
there Is something radically wrong 
with their digestive apparatus. It is 
the question of after-dinner conduct 
that offers a puzzle. At home the 
heartiest eaters may slide off to a 
quiet spot for a short nap, or a long 
one if they can get away with it. In 
the home of another that Is practi- 
cally impossible. Tho perfect guest 
would never, when asked to have more 
reply, “No, thank you, hut I’d like to 
take a little snooze.” He must stifle 
yawns until time comes to go home. 
All this difficulty may he avoided by 
self-restraint at the table. There is 
no thought in this paragraph that the 
reader is lacking in good manners. It 
is merely a word of sympathy.

Picture-taking Perils 

Amateur photographers ure my 
chief concern this week. Not Hint they 
have done anything that disturbs me. 
On i lie contrary it is what they may 
he led to do. Civilizution’H advance 
h i - made available for us magastnes 
that print many pictures and little 
else. These photographs are often ex- 
traordinary, which fact is supposed to 
heighten the periodical's value. 
Whether they do or not is something 
of a question. The point that bus 
aroused my interest Is the manner ill 
which many illustrations ure obtained. 
The old method of picture-tuking has 

apparently been abolished to an ex- 
tent Photographers now He fiat on 


their hacks or stomachs to get a nov- 
el view. This is only one form of 
acrobatics demanded. Others include 
perilous positions such as standing 
on the ledge of a building, being sus- 
pended from the end of a dangling 
rope, jumping overboard and so on. 
I can understand professional cam- 
eramen doing this for what compen- 
sation they may receive. I assume it 
is liberal. But I hope that amateur 
photographers will not attempt to fol- 
low their footsteps. Nice little snap- 
shots which involve no risk are O K. 
Let nonprofessionals stick to that and 
not resort to hazardous stunts like 
crawling under trains or climbing 
steeples.

She gave the police the name of her 
alleged assailant. 

Life Sentence For 
Girl’s Assailant

Munroe was given 
a mental test and was found to be 
mentally and intellectually responsi- 
ble.

Victim of Hit-Run

by a hit-run driver Mr. Frost was 
on his way home from his office at 246

ceived a fractured shoulder blade, frac- 
tured ribs, concussion of the brain 
and cuts on the head.

Alderman 
Colby, chairman of the Licenses Com- 
mittee said the Oak Hill Improvement 
Asso. and about fifteen neighbors had 
opposed the proposed Boylston st. 
station. He said the Worcester turn- 
pike Jh a superhighway, built to speed 
traffic, and the tendency has been to 
keep business off It Regarding the 
station asked for at Auburndale. Col- 
by said that a delegation favoring it 
had come to a meeting of the Licenses 
Committee, und this delegation includ- 
ed former Aldermen Gordon and Hol- 
den who argued the gasoline station at 
the locus in question would improve 
the village. On the other hand. Col 
by said attention had been given to 
the fact that there is a traffic signal 
at the street, intersection near the 
proposed station site, and two of the 
Ward 4 Aldermen had opposed the 
petition. He said he would have fav- 
ored it, had any other Alderman done 
likewise.

Alderman Colby said the committee 
turned down this petition because 25 
neighbors had objected to it, several 
deaths have occurred the past two 
years from fatal automobile accidents 
on California st.. and there is a play- 
ground in the vicinity.

Mayor won out, and his appointment of 
Chadwick was confirmed. The latter 
resigned In 1931 on demand of Mayor 
Weeks. In 1924 President Hollis of the 
Hoard of Aldermen was not ;■ candi- 
date for re-election and Aid* rmnn 
White was elected President of the 
192:1 Hoard. 

Mayor Childs’ budget estimates for 
192. r i were $3.1 10,283 and the Aider- 
men reduced these figures to $3,290,- 
010, a large increase over the preced- 
ing- year. The tax rate continued the 
same as In 1921, $27.10, although prop- 
erty values in the city Increased $8.- 
000,000 over the preceding year. During 
the year the Aldermen voted to estab- 
lish single residence zones in Newton 
and the Mayor agreed to the change. 
The Mayor and some of the Aldermen 
who so voted had strongly opposed 
such a restriction in 1922. 

In the NEWTON PROGRESS on 
April 30, 1925, the writer referred to 
the Mayoralty situation in Newton and 
mentioned the prospective candidates 
os Mayor Childs and Aldermen Heath- 
cote, Hollis, Weeks and White. We 
commented that Childs had made a 
practice of not stating until near elec- 
tion time whether or not he w-ould be a 
candidate for re-election. The article 
stated that a report was being circu- 
lated that the Mayor would be offered 
some good public office and that if he 
accepted it, Alderman White would 
then become acting Mayor, thus put- 
ting him in a strong position at the 
election the coming December. Mayor 
Childs was quoted as saying, how- 
ever, that the people had elected him 
for 2 years and he would serve that 
term out. The article commentetl that 
when a man had served as Mayor for 
12 years, more and more persons would 
become disgruntled, but the Mayor had 
the faculty of making enough new 
friends to offset those who had become 
politically unfriendly to him. 

Early in September of, 1925 the sug- 
gestion became current throughout the 
city that Mayor Childs would accept 
the position of Librarian at the New- 
ton Public Library where he would re- 
ceive an annual salary of $4000 instead 
of the $3000 he received as Mayor. The 
following week the Mayor ended the 
rumors that he would accept the li- 
brarian joh or any other desirable ap- 
pointive position by announcing that 
he would again run for re-election as 
Mayor. A few weeks later Alderman 
Heathcote removed himself as a can- 
didate by announcing that lift would 
support Childs. On October 17 Aider- 
man White was appointed Collector of 
Internal Revenue and some days la- 
ter announced that he would not be a 
candidate either for Mayor or re-elec- 
tion as Alderman. Late in October Al- 
derman Weeks said he would not run 
for Mayor that year. John H. O’Neil, 
a Newton lawyer, had announced his 
candidacy for Mayor, and John Brim- 
bleconi again became a sacrificial can- 
didate. • 

The breach which started between 
Mayor Childs and Alderman White in 
1923 had widened. On October 23, 
1925 Mr. White addressed a meeting 
of the West Newton Women’s Edu- 
cational Club on the subject— ’ How 
the City of Newton Ought To Be Run.” 
He said — “The position of Mayor of 
Newton is not a joh; it is simply an 
honorable opportunity for temporary 
public service.” Mr. White explained 
he had the deepest personal friendship 
for Mayor Childs, who is a lovable 
character, a high type of citizen, and 
whose private life is above reproach. 
Mr. White then commented that the 
Mayor was responsible for the admin- 
istration of the city’s affairs, but that 
too frequently he followed the line of 
least resistance, recommended nearly 
everything, and passed the burden to 
the Board of Aldermen. He said a 
Mayor should he able to definitely say 
"Yes” or "No,” as conditions require. 
He asserted that some department 
heads had been allowed too much au- 
thority. with resultant increase in 
costs and lack of morale, and that dis- 
cipline was almost an unknown fac- 
tor. After making suggestions for im- 
provements in the conducting of vari- 
ous city departments. Mr. White con- 
cluded by saying that — "the need of 
Newton today is for an administra- 
tion led by a mayor with the courage 
and ability to conduct its affnirs in 
such a manner, that nlthough during 
his administration he could not hope 
to be popular, he would place the city 
on a business basis.” 

On November 30, 1925 a Childs ral- 
ly was held in the Nonantum A. A. 
hall at Nonantum. Mr. Childs- said 
that Mr Brimhlecom had never seer 
any good in him, had never approved 
any act of his. and that anyone who 
heid such bitter feelings against any- 
one who differed from him. as did Mr 
B’-imblecom. was not fit to be Mayor. 
Childs said that he had been mayor 
12 years, the spotlight had been con- 
stantly focussed on him. and nothing 
that lie had done had been found dis 
honest. Mr. Childs referred to an- 
other of his critics and made a de- 
rogatory personal reference regarding 
that critic, which was quite in con 
trast to the laudatory remarks the 
person in nnestion had made concern 
ing Mr. Childs. The Mayor refuted 
the accusation that Newton had not 
been efficiently conducted by telling 
n' Rs cxecl’ent financial srnnding as 
. mired with other cities, lie con 

*o hi^ listeners that within the 
F*** v iing few months Governor Fill- 
h*vl offered Ivm a position which 
would pay him 2 l « times the salary lie 
was receiving ns Mayor. Referring 
to the speech delivered by Alderman 
White before the West Newton Wo- 
men’s Educational Club. Mayor Childs 
Indulged in vitriolic criticism of the 
man who managed his campaign in 
19” 1. 

In the NEWTON GRAPHIC on De- 
cember 4 1 925. was a letter from Mr 
White replying to Mr Childs Mr 
White opened his letter hy saying 
"l am informed through the press

Suggestion is made that 
If there is any sincerity or gratitude

.nce the book of obligations as be 
ween himself and the writer (Mi 
White). Let him discuss public ques- 
tions and issues, and not indulge it 
Biblical quotations, glittering generali 
ties and sermons subtly drawn to 
’Mother Hubbard’ the particular type 
of gathering addressed.” 

Mr. White continued the letter by 
specifying a number of matters which 
he alleged proved incompetency dur- 
ing the preceding few years of Mayor 
Childs’ administration. 

The election was held on December 
3. 1925 and Mr. Childs won another 
overwhelming victory. He carried ev- 
ery precinct in the city and received 
nearly three times the vote cast for 
both his opponents. After twelve years 
in the office of Mayor. Mr. Childs’ pop- 
ularity had not waned.

State Inspectors 
After Auto Owners 
With Paying Riders 


Inspector Harold McKelvey of the 
State Department of Insurance is j 
making a drive in Newton against' 
owners of automobiles who carry pay- ) 
ing passengers. He has been carry- 
ing on similar activities in nearby cit- f 
ies for some time, and has obtained 
the co-operation of local police in this 
matter. In Newton, as all over Mass- 
achusetts and other States, owners 
of automobiles registered as private 
vehicles, have been carrying neighbors 
or fellow workers to and from their 
places of employment for compensa- 
tion. 

Mr. McKelvey calls attention to the 
following law governing this matter: — 

“Any private passenger automo- 
bile. station cars. Beverly body or 
beach wagon used to carry passen- 
gers for hire, and registered for car- j 
rying passengers for hire, if used by | 
tiie owner for transportation to and 
from a place of employment and at | 
the same time, used to carry fellow 
employees or others to and from, or 
near, their place of employment — 

"If used by employer for transpor- , 
tation of persons in his employ to 
and from their place of employment, 
or for the transportation of such per- 
sons as aforesaid, and the occasional 
transportation of other persons who 
may ride at the same time, if used 
regularly to carry passengers, shall 
be classified as private livery, and the 
compulsory premium charge shall be 
the same as the premium charge for 
private livery. 

"If your private passenger automo- 
bile is used to carry passengers for 
hire, and is not insured properly to 
do so. you have violated the terms of i 
your compulsory policy, and you are 
liable to reimburse your insurance 
company for any payment made by 
the company on your behalf 

"If you are carrying passengers for 
hire without the proper insurance, go | 
to your company or agent, and secure 
that type of insurance which will per- 
mit you to carry passengers for hire 
legally.” 

A private passenger automobile is 
defined as follows: Any automobile 
of the private passenger type used for 
pleasure and — or business — purposes, 
but not used for (1) renting or livery 
work or the carrying of passengers for 
hire, or (2) the business of demonstrate ' 
Ing or testing. 

Any passenger riding in such a car. 1 
should an accident occur, has uo pro- , 
tection whatsoever. This law has 
been in existence ever since the state j 
of Massachusetts had automobile in- 
surance laws. A complete checkup is 
being made at all factories and places

The long drawn out litigation be- 
tween the City of Newton and the 
Highland Sand & Gravel Company en 
tered into another phase the past 
week when Judge Raoul Beaudreau of 
the Superior Court accepted the find- 
ings of the master who was appointed 
to study the matter of a traffic ordi- 
nance pnssed last year by the Board 
of Aldermen which prohibits heavy 
trucking on Dedham st.. Oak Hill. The 
ordinance was pnssed in an effort to 
prevent continued operation of the 
big gravel pit at Oak Hill after the 
Board of Aldermen two years ago 
had refused to renew the permit for 
the use of buildings and equipment 
at the pit under the nonconforming 
proviso of the zoning ordinance. 
George Wilbur, principal owner of the 
gravel business involved, obtained an 
Injunction 2 years ago preventing the 
City of Newton from preventing him 
from continuing to operate the equip- 
ment and structures at the pit off 
Dedham st. When this injunction 
was kept in force indefinitely, the A1 
dermen then resorted to the traffic 
ordinance to stop the big gravel trucks 
from using Dedham st. Wilbur then 
obtained another injunction which has 
since nullified the traffic restriction. 
Although the master appointed to con 
sider the legality of the act of the 
1935 Board of Aldermen in refusing 
to grant another continuance of ttv> 
nonconforming use of the gravel pit. 
made a report favorable to the city 
many months ago, no decision has 
since been rendered on this question 
by the Superior Court judere to whom 
the master reported, and Wilbur con- 
tinues to operate the pit in the face 
of the city government’s action. 

Judge Beaiulreau’s ruling on the 
traffic ordinance is as follows: "I find 
and rule that the passage of this ordi- 
nance is not unreasonable, arbitrary 
or discriminatory, that it is not a spe- 
cial regulation within the meaning of 
the General Laws, Chapter 90. Section 
18: and that it was within the power 
of the Board of Aldermen of Newton 
to enact the same.” 

Wilbur has taken an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, the gravel business 
will continue at the big. denuded area 
at. Oak Hill, and trucking will continue 
on Dedham st.

No Licenses For 
Newton Drug Stores 

The sale of alcoholic liquors in New- 
ton drug stores will be largely cur- 
tailed as a result of the instruction of 
the Newton License Commission by 
the State Alcoholic Beverage Commis- 
sion that the local Board has no au- 
thority to grant' such licenses. Last 
November Newton voted “No" on the 
referendum permitting the sale of all 
alcoholic beverages in this city. It 
voted "Yes” on permitting the sale of 
all alcoholic beverages in packages 
According to the State A. B. C. drug 
stores cannot be licensed in Newton 
as package stores, and can only sell 
liquor on prescriptions under the Fed- 
eral laws. This ruling came from the 
Attorney General's office and is. based 
on a court decision. There are about 
35 drug stores in the Newtons and 
only 10 of these had licenses issued 
by the local board It was alleged 
some months ago by the owner of a 
Newton package store that unlicensed 
drug stores in Newton had been traf- 
ficking in liquor.

NEWTON SWAMPS WATCH 
CITY ELEVEN IN RAIN 

Newton High’s smoothly rolling foot 
hall team battled wind, rain, mud and 
Waltham High to swamp the visiting 
aggregation at Dickinson stadium last 
Saturday. 26 to 6. The victory end- 
ed a three-year winning streak 
the part of the Watch City lads and 
brought Sanborn coached Newton 
teams to an even rating of three wins, 
three losses and one tie. 

Although Waltham capitalized on a 
break In the first few minutes of play 
to take a 6 to 0 lead It did not take 
the 3000 or less pneumonia-braving 
spectators to realize that the orange 
and black would ultimately wave vie 
torious. The Waltham score came on 
the first Newton punt which was 
blocked by right end Charley Furbush. 
Walter Cox, left end. co-operated with 
his wingmate beautifully in grabbing 
the hounding oval and racing 17 yards 
to score. Butch Burns. Newton pun- 
ter, was the only home player to have 
a chnnce at the fleeting Cox but was 
outrun to the corner of the field. Burns 
dive for the Cox’s heels missed by 
less than six inches. A pass for the 
point, Caminitl to Furbush, was too 
far for completion. An exchange of 
kicks following the* ensuing kickoff 
and Newton started a drive from mid- 
field. Two first downs. Hines left 
end sweep for 11 yards being the 
feature, and four downs gave • Wal- 
tham the hall on their 19 as Robey’s 
fourth down plunged was shy a foot 
of the necessary yardage. Falling 
to gain Waltham punted with Shaugh- 
nessy’s boot Into the east wind go- 
ing outside at the Waltham 44. Two 
plays netting hut slight yardage 
Burns dropped back in punt forma 
tion. Instead of kicking he faded 
hack slightly and tossed a long pass 
to Collantonlo.

NEWTON’S THIRD TITLE 
IN SIGHT AT BROOKLINE 

The Newton High 1937 football team 
will complete its season on Thanks 
giving Day morning with the annual 
Brookline gnme which this year will 
be staged at the latter’s field. Newton 
should have little difficulty In chalk 
lug up another victory at the Wealthy 
Towners’ expense, as on the basis of 
performances Newton has by far the 
much better record. In its eight games 
to date, Newton has chalked up 119 
points to Its opponents 58, winning 
five and losing three. Brookline, in 
seven games, has scored but six points 
aguinst a total of 83 for Its opponents. 
In this stretch Brookline has failed to 
chalk up even one victory. 

The two teams have met three com- 
mon opponents, Quincy, Cambridge 
Latin and RIndge. with Newton win- 
ning ugainst all and Brookline losing. 
Quincy topped Brookline 12 to 0 and 
lost to Newton 21-0. Cambridge Latin 
toppled Brookline 20-0 while the 
Newton outfit opened its season with a 
20-7 win over the Cantabs. Brookline’s 
best showing was against the strong 
Rindge Tech team, the engineers win- 
ning 6 to 0. Two weeks later, however, 
Newton became the first team to knock 
Rindge off in a 13 to 6 affair. This vic- 
tory practically assured Newton of its 
third Suburban league title in a row 
as all that is needed will be a tie 
game against Brookline on Turkey 
day. 

That 1936 win over Brookline gave 
Newton its fourth league title in 
five years and its second in a row. Next 
week’s game should make It the San- 
born's fifth out of seven as the local 
squad Is in good shape for the fray, 
unless some unforeseen accident oc- 
curs In practice which results In an 
injuty to one of several Newton 
dependables. Steve Ralkus came out 
of the Waltham fray with a broken 
nose which will keep him out of the 
Turkey Day setto. Otherwise action in 
the rain and mud against Waltham 
failed to dampen Newton’s spirits or 
mar their physical perfection. 

As in recent games. Coach Sanborn 
will probably start Hughes and Col- 
lantonio on the ends. Gino Castoldi 
and Wheldon as tackles, Duffy and 
Colvin, guards, and Liming at centre. 
Depending upon the weather, four or 
seven backs will take the field. Cas- 
toldi will be at fullback and either 
Hines or Sohaski at quarter. Robey 
and Burns or Fisher and Fitzgerald 
will be at the halves. Each of these 
four have special abilities which have 
been useful in the Newton attack. 
Robey is a consistent ground gainer 
when the going is heavy through the 
tine, while Fisher is faster and speed- 
ier but needs a hole opened for him. 
Rttrns is the best passer on the squad 
and a fair punter. Fitzgerald is one 
of the best punters in schoolboy foot- 
ball and is a better ballcarrier than 
Burns, as his shifty run against Wal- 
tham testifies. When the running at- 
tack falls, however, Burns’ accuracy 
and distance for passing are essential. 
His toss to Collantonlo. giving New- 
ton Its first scoring opportunity against 
JWaltham. came at a most vital moment.

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Aldermen Request 
Newton Residents 
To Shovel Snow 


A special committee of the Newton 
Board of Aldormen, originally appoint- 
ed a couple of years ago to study the 
question of the removal of snow from 
Nowton sidewalks, has prepared a let- 
ter which they intend to have delivered 
to all householders in the Newtons. 
Tho committee was originally appoint- 
ed in 1935 after former Alderman Guz- 
zl had complained about the condition 
of sidewalks, after snowstorms, and 
the resultant necessity of pedestrians 
walking in streets. The committee did 
not mako any report during many 
months following, so late in 1936 Al- 
derman Tomperley inquired what ac- 
tion, if any, the committee had taken. 
Alderman Hutchinson, chairman of the 
committee, told Temperley that a re- 
port would soon be made. When the 
roport was made a few weeks later, It 
was rovealed that the special commit- 
tee on snow removal had “solved” the 
problem by amending an ordinance 
that had been in effect for over a half 
century. Tho old ordinance compelled 
owners or occupants of residences, 
business or manufacturing properties 
in most of the more thickly settled 
portions of the city to remove snow 
from improved sidewalks, such as tar 
or granolithic walks, within 24 hours 
following tho end of a snowstorm. This 
ordinance applied to residential dis 
tricts as well as business districts. In 
former years it had been enforced, 
hut In late years it had not. 

The special committee recommended 
that the old ordinance be amended so 
that only in business zones would it 
be compulsory for persons to clear 
snow ofT sidewalks abutting the prop- 
erty they own or occupy. Alderman 
Temperley was the only member of the 
Board to oppose the drastic change. 
Fortunately there were no snow- 
storms last winter, except a couple 
of light tarries, and residents of New- 
ton were not brought to a realization 
as to how seriously the amended or- 
dinance will affect pedestrians in tbia 
city. Apparently the special commit- 
tee on snow removal is somewhat ap- 
prehensive as to what may follow if 
and when heavy snowstorms occur 
during the coming winter. Copies of 
the letter which it is proposed to send 
to citizens of Newton were given to 
members of the Board of Aldermen at 
a recent meeting. The letter reads as 
follows: 

“For several years the ordinances 
of the City of Newton concerning the 
obligations of citizens as to snow re- 
moval from sidewalks were added to 
and amended as requests for such 
changes, applicable to particular lo- 
calities, were received from citizens 
In those localities' Removal was re- 
quired only from certain types of side- 
walks In special parts of the city. No

Unveil Fr. Farrell 
Mural at Memorial 


About 500 persons gathered at War 
Memorial Building, Newton Centre on 
Sunday afternoon to witness the un- 
veiling of n mural In honor of the 
lato Rev. William J. Farrell who was 
a former curate of St. Bernard’s 
Church, West Newton. The exercises 
were under tho auspices of Fr. Far- 
rell Chapter, D. A. V. Roy S. Ed- 
wards was master of ceremonies. He 
introduced Edward Brodney of Bos- 
ton, the artist who painted the mural, 
Mr. Brodney explained the details of 
the pninting. The presentation of the 
mural to the city was made by J. 
Edward Theriault, commander of Fr. 
Farrell Chapter, D. A. V., and the 
speech of acceptance was made by 
Mayor Childs. Past Commander 
James Buckley unveiled the mural, 
which is symbolic in character. The 
eulogy on Fr. Farrell was delivered 
by Rev. Donald Whalen, curate at 
Sacred Heart Church, Newton Cen- 
tre. 

Father Farrell served in France with 
the 26th Division and received the 
Distinguished Service Cross for heroic 
action at Soicheprey on April 20, 1918. 
After the war he served as a curate 
at Wilmington and was parish priest 
at Groton when he died on February 
12. 1933. 


Will Teach High 
School Pupils To 
Drive Motor Cars 


The expanding activities of public 
schools was again evidenced on Mon- 
day night at the meeting of the School 
Committee when it was voted to ac- 
cept an offer of the Harvard Bureau 
of Traffic Research to teach a class 
of high school pupils, limited to 21, 
how to operate automobiles. Tho class 
will be conducted at Soldiers’ Field, 
Cambridge, and a dual-control car will 
be used. The cost to the city will be 
$85. Klrtley Mather, of the School 
Committee, who Is a professor at Har 
vard, favored the innovation. He said: 
"We are not committing ourselves. 
We are simply doing research work 
in that field of education.” School Com- 
mitteeman Bryant, who is a teacher 
in the Boston schools, opposed the 
new foible. He argued it is not a 
proper function for the Newton School 
Department to undertake. School 
Committeeman Smith agreed with Bry- 
ant. Three groups of selected pupils, 
eight to a group, will receive instruc- 
tions over a period of 8 weeks. Rela- 
tive to the matter, tho following de- 
tails were given: 

1. Candidates must have reached 
legul driving age of 16. 

2. A note signed by both parents 
or legal guardians granting permis- 
sion. 

3. Expectation of applying for 11-

Induct Donald 
Mayberry as Judge 

Donald E. Mayberry of Plymouth 
rd.. Newton Highlands, was inducted 
as presiding justice of the Newton dis- 
trict court last Saturday morning. The 
court room was filled at 10 o’clock 
with friends of Judge Mayberry and 
Newton citizens, including a number 
of lawyers, when James P. Gallagher, 
clerk of court, read the proclamation 
from Governor Hurley which commis- 
sioned Judge Mayberry as head of the 
Newton court.

Sokolsky at Forum 
Next Sunday 

Next Sunday afternoon, Nov. 28, 
George Sokolsky, journalist, political 
correspondent, and author, will speak 
at the Newton High School Auditorium 
"In Defense of Capitalism”. Born in 
Utica, New York, he attended the 
School of Journalism at Columbia Uni- 
versity. He was a brilliant student 
and showed great promise of a suc- 
cessful future from his earliest school 
days. 

In 1917 he left this country to see 
the Russian Revolution. He found a 
job editing the Russian Daily News 
of Petrograd until he was requested 
to leave Russia. Practically penniless, 
he managed to reach Peiping, where 
he became assistant editor of the 
"North China star." Three months la- 
ter he became adviser to the Chief of 
Police of the Province of Chihli. 

From 1920 to 1930 he was political 
correspondent for the “North China 
Daily News." the leading British news- 
paper in the Far East; and leading 
newspapers in the U. S. He also pub- 
lished a Chinese newspaper and helped 
to organize the Chinese Government 
Bureau of Economic Information. 

After fourteen years uninterrupted 
residence in China and Japan, Sokol- 
sky returned to this country where 
he settled down to write professionally 
on Far Eastern affairs. 

Mr. Sokolsky ’s outlook is objec- 
tive regardless of the subject he is 
treating. He thinks with the cool, 
philosophical logic of the Orient. He 
has traveled more than 100,000 miles 
in this country, visiting nearly every 
state. In the summer of 1933 he 
w’ent to London to observe the Eco- 
nomic Conference and to analyze the 
economic and political position of the 
U. S. in relation to the rest of the 
world.

Newton Quartet Stars In 
28-0 Win Over Brookline 
In Annual Football Classic 


Hines, Castoldi, Hughes and Fitzgerald Provide Many Thrills 
Latter Runs 150 Yards 


Newton high romped to a 28-0 vic- 
tory over Brookline high yesterday 
morning in the closing game of the 
1937 football season. The annual grid- 
iron battle between the two old rivals 
provided many thrilling moments for 
the six thousand spectators in attend- 
ance. Clearly outplayed by an inspired 
Brookline eleven in the first period, 
the tide turned toward Newton early 
in the second session. Scoring on a 
pretty forward-lateral pass play. New- 
ton took the lead and the outcome from 
that tim** on was never in doubt. Start- 
ing a march from their own 27-yard 
line. Newton advanced to the Brook- 
line 15-yard stripe where a short for- 
ward pass from Fitzgerald to Paglia 
with the latter tossing a lateral to 
Hines shook the latter free for the 
initial score. 

The second Newton tally came six 
plays later with Hines's speed getting 
him into the clear to take a pass from 
Fitzgerald and race 35 yards for the 
goalline. 

Early in the second half Brookline 
again showed flashes of power and de- 
ception but once again Newton’s bog- 
ging spirits rose and despite several 
penalties forced the issue. A short 
Brookline kick gave the orange and 
black its third period opportunity from 
inside the 25-yard mark and a Fitz- 
gerald to Castoldi pass brought the 
touchdown. 

The Anal period was the most spec- 
tacular of the morning and whetted the 
appetites of the Thanksgiving Day 
fans for the turkey and flxin’ to come. 

With the aid of a 5-yard offside pen- 
alty against Newton on the first play 
of the fourth quarter Brookline had a 
first down on the Newton 26. the fur- 
thest point in Newton territory it 
reached throughout the game. A 
Brookline fumble, however, gave Cap- 
tain Ted Duffy of Newton the oppor- 
tunity to regain In possession of the 
hall for Newton on the Newton 31. A 
short while later the play moved Into 
Brookline territory with the ball 
changing hands several times on punts 
and a couple of pass interceptions. Ro- 
bey intercepted a Brookline pass and 
raced 45 yards for the goalline only 
to br* called back because of a penalty 
against Newton on the 40-yard line 
and the orange and black was penal- 
ized to their own 45. Castoldi and 
Robey more than made up this pen- 
alty before a long Fitzgerald to Cas- 
toldi pass was completed for another 
15 yard gain offset by another 15 yard 
penalty to the Newton 47. A long pass 
by Robey was intercepted by Suther- 
land of Brookline and returned to the 
Brookline 41 On third down Suther- 
land got off a long low punt that sailed 
over Fitzgerald's head and rolled 
toward coffin corner Here came the 
most spectacular play and run of the 
game Fitzgerald turned and raced 
madly for the goal as it came almost 
to a stop on the three yard line. Scoop 
ing up the ball he headed back toward 
the longitudinal middle of the field. 
Onrushiug Brookline tacklers forced 
him way over to the opposite sideline 
where lie reversed his field and raced 
back again almost to the very point 
where he had picked up the ball. Hav- 
ing run around half of the Brookline 
team he then raced down the sideline. 


Was hit twice on about the 25 yard 
line but managed to keep his feet and 
get into the clear with Castoldi com- 
ing alongside of him as interference. 
At midfield (’astoldi blotted out Suth- 
erland. the Brookline safety, and Fitz- 
gerald had a clear field. As he crossed 
the thirty yard mark he seemed to 
stumble and lose his stride. He stag- 
gered and reeled his way along for 
another ten yards and then fell com- 
pletely exhausted on the 18-yard line. 
During the run he had covered more 
than 150 yards. During his dash down 
the sideline Fitz had stepped outside 
when eluding Brookline tacklers and 
the ball had to be brought back to the 
Newton 27-yard line Smith replaced 
Fitzeorald who received a great ova- 
tion from the spectators as he left 
the playing field after being revived 
by the Newton medical attendants. 

On the very next play Hines got 
away for a 23 yard gain on a statue 
of liberty play with Smith apparent- 
ly throwing a pass which brought the 
ball to midfield. After an Incomplete 
pass Smith took the ball from centre 
and faded back for another long toss 
The ball traveled nearly fifty yards 
in the air to the Brookline 2H-yard 
stripe for which Bob Hughes. Newton 
end. and a Brookline defender were 
heading Side by side and almost as 
one man they leaped into the air for 
the soaring oval. Hughes clutched It 
and as the Brookline secondary fell 
to the ground the Newton end ran 
the remaining distance to score stand- 
ing up. Two plays after the ensuing 
kickoff the game ended with reserve 
back Powers intercepting a Brookline 
pass on the latter’s 35-yard line. 

Castoldi placeklcked the point after 
the first touchdown Brookline lines- 
men blocked Castoldi’s try after the 
second touchdown but Duffy scooped 
up the free ball and raced over the 
goal to score the point. Castoldi 
kicked the third point after and Robey 
rushed the ball over after the fourth 
touchdown to bring the score to 28. 

Newton made eight first downs to 
five foT the Wealthy Towners but 
much of Newton’s yardage was offset 
by frequent penalities. The orange 
and black eleven was set back a total 
of 70 yards. 40 for offside play and 
twice for illegal use of the hands. 

First Period 

Castoldi kicked off Sullivan re- 
turned the ball 13 yards to the 33. 
Two plays netted but a yard and Fos- 
ter punted. Castoldi ran it back 5 
yards to the Newton 4<X Fitzgerald 
gained two yards and Castoldi three 
before Fitz kicked outside at the 
Brookline 30. Gaining but two yards 
in two plays Brooklin kicked. Fos- 
ter’s nicely placed boot sending the 
ball down the sideline to Fitz at the 
Newton 34. Hines was nailed for a 
10-yard loss on an end run and Fitz 
kicked to the Brooklin^ 45. On a de- 
ceptive reverse Foster swept around 
end for 12 yards. Two plays later Dick 
High. Brookline fullback and best 
ball-carrier, made 9 yards and Kelly 
one for another first down Newton 
held and took the ball on downs on 
their 30-yard stripe. Castoldi made 
11 yards in two plays before and after 
a 5-yard penalty and Fitzgerald kicked 
outside at the Brookline 42. Another 
offside penalty cost Newron 5 more

It is our duty this week to chronicle the passing of two New- 
ton citizens who have served the community in their professions 
for many more years than is usual. One, Dr. Arthur Hudson, 
a disciple of health, and the other Wallace E. Richmond, a 
disciple of education. 

For more than half a century Dr. Hudson was active in the 
community as a druggist, conducting his own store most of 
that time. He also served the city as milk inspector and 
bacteriologist for some years. In these two fields he made 
thousands of friends, many of whom paid tribute to him at 
a testimonial dinner on the fiftieth anniversary of his business 
service. His administration of health and his service as a 
pharmacist have been of immeasurable benefit to the com- 
munity. 

Last June Wallace E. Richmond retired from the faculty of 
the Newton High School after twenty-seven years of service 
to Newton youth and forty years in the field of education.

Aldermen in drawing attention to the 
disparity In conditions required of the 
contractors compared with building 
type B streets (a state standard), 
which the city builds for property own- 
ers under the betterment act. My at- 
titude on street construction (though 
it may be misunderstood in some quar- 
ters). is impersonal. The proposition, 
as I see It. is one largely of price 
versus quality. There is a disposition 
to give too much attention to price. 

When a hearing was held Nov. 1st 
before the Board of Aldermen on the 
acceptance of some privately con- 
structed streets under the general law. 
In answer to questions by me, City 
Engineer Harvey stated: 1, streets 
built confirming to type B specifica- 
tions would not require repairs for up- 
wards of 10 years; 2, streets built 100 
per cent to present specifications re- 
quired under the general law, after a 
year or two would call for repairs. It 
may be assumed that Engineer Harvey 
has at hand data to substantiate his 
statements. 

Type B streets have been built by 
the city for about five years. They 
are much more expensive to abuttors 
than streets built by private contrac- 
tors. Quality of course commands a 
price. I have no contention with 
friends who avail themselves of the 
opportunity to have their streets built 
by contractors. My difficulty is in 
being satisfied to have the city main- 
tain tw’o unequal standards for road 
construction. A group of taxpayers 
under the betterment act builds a 
type B road and then Is called upon to 
pay taxes to keep streets in repair — 
not type B quality and whose first cost 
was much less. 

One thing more. With the emphasis 
on price, when comparisons are made, 
there is a disposition to feel that city- 
constructed streets are altogether out 
of line in cost with those privately 
built streets. There should he one 
standard only for street construction — 
excepting of course super-highways | 
like Washington and Boylston sts. 
If contractor-built streets are satis- 
factory, why require type B for roads 
which will be subjected to identical 
traffic wear and tear?

It Is presumed that the members 
of tho committee of the City Govern- 
ment whose duty It is to look after 
street lights give that subject all the 
attention their time will permit, hut 
It Is not expected that they will spend 
their evenings traveling over the city 
to see that every street lamp Is 
lighted. It cannot, therefore, be known 
to them how often it happens that 
in every third or fourth lantern there 
Is no light, especially where naphtha 
gas Is used. Tuesday night last, 
which was dark and stormy, no lamps 
at all were lighted on at least one 
street; or If they were lighted they 
must have gone out before 6:30, as 
sometimes occurs from improper treat- 
ment by the lamp lighter, or from sud 
den gusts of wind. This unsatisfac- 
tory state of affairs calls for a de- 
cided remedy, not .only for public con- 
venience, hut for the good of the city 
treasury. 

Would it not pay to have an In- 
spector of Street Lamps whose duty 
it would be to see that the lanterns 
are kept properly cleaned and kept 
In repair; who would visit the dif- 
ferent parts of the city as often as 
possible when tho lamps should be 
lighted, and report each month to the 
Mayor and Aldermen, thereby giving 
them a better chance to hold the 
contractors who light the streets to

The B. & A. railroad crossing at 
Washington st., Newton, was the scene 
of a terrible accident late on the af- 
ternoon of Thanksgiving. Four young 
men from Cochituate had been in 
service nnd conducted on that basis Brighton during the day to attend the 

races there. They started for home 
about 5 o'clock under the influence of 
liquor and their earryall was seen 
coming up Tremont st. from Oak sq. at 
a lively rate, and the men whipping 
the horse. They reached the crossing 
just as the express which leaves Bos- 
ton ut 5:25 was due, and found the 
gates down. The horse broke through 
the first gate and when it reached the 
rack, wheeled and turned up the track. 
Just afterwards the carryall was struck 
by the engine. Two of the men were 
instantly killed and a third so badly 
injured that he died shortly after 
at the hospital. The fourth man es- 
caped with severe cuts and bruises. 
Tiie horse was so badly hurt that he 
had to be shot by Patrolman Hent- 
horn. Later in the evening relatives 
of the young men came to Newton 
and their grief was pitiable to witness.

Aldermen in 1923 had aspirations to 
follow in public life the footsteps of 
his fnther, John W. Weeks. The lat- 
ter hnd started in politics as a mem- 
ber of the Newton Board of Aldermen, 
nnd later became Mayor of Newton, 

United States Senator from Massa- 
chusetts and Secretary of War. Sin 
clair Weeks first was a candidate 
for the Board of Aldermen In 1921 
but was defeated by Fred L. Smith, 
one of the pro-Childs slate In that 
year. In 1922 Mr. Weeks was again 
a candidate, and was elected. A lik- 
able young man, who gave serious at- 
tention to business responsibilities 
and public affairs, lie had enlisted 
when the United States entered the 
World War in 1917 nnd had an excel- 
lent war record, serving in France 
with the 101st Artillery of the 26th 
Division. He soon became popular 
with most of his fellow members in 
the Board of Aldermen, and It was 
not long before some of the Alder 
men who hnd been elecled on the 
Childs slate in 1921 became noticeably 
friendly toward Weeks. 

In 1927 Sinclair Weeks was being 
urged by some of his friends to run 
for Mayor and he seriously considered 
becoming a candidate for the office. 

He was advised, however, that Mayor 
Childs desired another term, and he 
conferred with Mr. Childs on this 
matter. Weeks agreed not to run In 
1927 and Childs agreed not to run In 
1929, should Weeks then be a can- 
didate. Weeks, to confirm the con- 
versation sent a letter to Childs and 
the Mayor In a written reply agreed 
with Weeks’ understanding of the 
agreement. The conversation on this 
matter, and the exchange of letters 
were not made public, and the voters 
of Newton in general,- including the 
writer, did not know of the agree- 
ment. 

On May 24, 1929 Mr. Weeks an- 
nounced that he would he a candidate 
for Mayor. Soon after a circular 
letter was sent to the voters of New- 
ton signed by many prominent citi 
zens who endorsed Weeks’ candidacy. 

Although It was not generally known 
that Mayor Childs would not be a 
candidate for reelection, many of his 
former staunch supporters were among 
Weeks’ endorsers. Of Mr. Weeks 
twenty associates on the then Board 
of Aldermen, seventeen openly en- 
dorsed him for Mayor. The three 
Aldermen who declined to endorse 
him were Aldermen Earle of Ward 
Temperley of Ward 5, and the writer. 

I stated, when requested to endorse 
Mr. Weeks’ candidacy, that I would 
not do so until I learned, whether or 
not, Mr. Childs was to become a can 
didate, and I asked the Mayor to In- 
form me if and when he decided to 
un or not to run. He told me that 
I would he the first person to whom 
he would give this information, and 
he kept Ills word. On July 23rd, 1929, 

Mr. Childs handed me in the GRAPHIC 
office a copy of a letter he sent that 
day to John P. Tierney, chairman of 
the Democratic City Committee. Mr 
Tierney had been one of Mr. Childs’ 
staunchest supporters, and on July 10, 

1929 had written the Mayor a letter in 
which he stated that he assumed Mr. 

Childs would again ho a candidate, 
suggested that a campaign committee 
for him he organized, and offered his 
services as a member of that com- 
mittee. Mr. Tierney said in part in 
that letter — "The good citizens of 
Newton. I feel certain, desire your 
return to tho office of Mayor, and I 


ment at this time." 

In his letter to Mr. Tierney which 
wns published In the GRAPHIC on 
July 26th, 1929, Mr. Childs stated— 
"I long ago decided that if Mr. Weeks 
should run for Mayor In 1929, I would 
not run, and that If he should not run, 
I would. My reasons for not oppos- 
ing him, I gladly give to you.” Mr. 
Childs, In the letter stated that he 
did not possess money enough to fi- 
nance a campaign against Mr. Weeks’ 
resources, and he referred to certain 
methods of campaigning which he 
feared might he used. The letter cre- 
ated much excitement in Newton, and 
also considerable resentment among 
Mr. Weeks’ friends. After having 
served for 16 Vfc years as Mayor, and 
regnrded by many as unbeatable Mr. 
Childs had decided not to contest 
against Mr. Weeks. 

On October 9. 1929, Alderman Earle 
In an open letter intimated he would 
run against Mr. Weeks, and on Nov. 1 
announced his candidacy, and Mayor 
Childs announced lie would support 
Mr. Earle. Alderman Heathcote, who 
for years had championed the cause of 
the city laborers, also became a candi- 
date. At the election on Dec. 10, Weeks 
received 11,203 votes; Heathcote. 
2872; Earle, 2481. Mr. Weeks assumed 
the office of Mayor the same year that 
the depression became serious and the 
problem of welfare activities by the 
city started to become serious. At the 
election In December, 1931, Mr. Weeks 
was unopposed for re-election as May- 
or. We had talked frequently with for- 
mer Mayor Childs during preceding 
months, nnd until shortly before the 
time for the final filing of nomination 
papers, thought he would be a candi- 
date for Mayor. But he decided not 
to run. 

It was commonly supposed that Mr. 
Weeks would not seek a third term 
as Mayor in 1933, as it was under- 
stood that lie personally was not de- 
sirous of taking such action.

Mr. White 
did not start campaigning until Octo- 
ber and it soon became apparent to 
those in touch with the situation that 
his chances for success were small. 
The campaign became very bitter. Ex- 
Mayor Childs spoke at several rallies 
in Mr. White’s behalf but lie failed to 
swing the majority of his former sup- 
porters to White’s support. The writer 
also campaigned for Mr. White. The 
election was held on December 12, 
1933 and 24,793 votes were cast. Weeks 
received 16,334 votes. White 8072. and 
three other candidates about 400 votes 
between them. Many asserted that 
the election indicated that Weeks was 
politically supremo in Newton and 
Childs politically dead.

Report of Newton 
Safety Council 
Engineering Com. 

At a recent meeting of the Newton 
Safety Council the Engineering Com- 
mittee of the Council submitted a com- 
prehensive report which was signed 
by Alfred N. Miner of Newtonville, 
chairman of the committee. 

The report includes: An analysis of 
the accident records for the year 1938 
and the first half of 1937. A study of 
the fatal accidents to determine their 
cause and to suggest possible methods 
of reducing them. Particular atten- 
tion which was given to the main ar- 
teries of the city running north and 
south and east and west. A special 
study of traffic flow and characteris- 
tics of West Newton Square; with a 
timing sequence for the present traf- 
fic signal light installation. A study of 
the parking problems in the different 
subdivisions of the city with particu- 
lar emphasis on the Newton Centre 
business area. 

This report is based entirely on: Ac- 
cident records taken from the Newton 
Police Department flies. Engineering 
facts obtained from field studies, ex- 
tending over three to twelve hours of 
volume, violation, and speed at the 
locations under survey. The length of 
each study was determined by the fre- 
quency and severity of the accident 
record, and by the amount of informa- 
tion required. Observations by Field 
Traffic Engineers of particular loca- 
tions and intersections of high acci- 
dent frequency, totaling forty-two in 
number, the worst seventeen of which 
are analyzed further on in this report. 

The purpose of the report is to pre 
sent facts, which relate to the gen- 
eral traffic problem in the City of 
Newton and to make recommendations 
for improvement of conditions, based 
either on recognized traffic engineer- 
ing formulae, or on practice. The 
total number of accidents was sum- 
marized and classified and a number 
of charts and illustrations were made. 
The number of accidents in the City 
of Newton in the year and one-half 
period totaled 573, resulting in death 
to 18 people and injuries to 779. 417 

accidents occurred in clear weathei 
and 401 accidents occurred while the 
roads were dry. Over one-third of the 
accidents involved pedestrians: while 
approximately one-fifth of them were 
side collisions. Over one-half of the 
accidents occurred at intersections. 
Pedestrian accidents and side colli- 
sions accounted for 54 per cent of the 
total number of accidents. Ten of the 
17 fatal accidents involved pedestrians. 
In 8 of the 10 fatal accidents care- 
lessness on the part of the pedestrian 
was the cause of the accidents. All 
of the pedestrians killed were resi- 
dents of Newton ranging in age from 
37 to 78 years, with an average of 59 
years. The majority of these acci- 
dents happened after dark. 

In analyzing the accidents on num- 
bered routes c ’d main arteries it was 
disclosed that Washington st. has the 
worst record with the largest num- 
ber of accidents: the largest num- 
ber killed: the largest number in- 
jured: the largest number pedestrian 
accidents: the largest number of ac- 
cidents per 100,000 cars: the largest 
number killed per 100.000 cars: the 
largest number injured per 100.000 
cars: and the largest number of pedes- 
trian accidents per 100,000 cars. In 
contrast. Watertown st. carried the 
highest traffic load per mile and was 
the seventh in percentage of the num- 
ber of accidents with no fatalities. The 
principal causes of these accidents 
were excessive speed and reckless 
driving which generally includes speed. 
Washington st. had 40 per cent of the 
pedestrian accidents. The principal 
cause of these pedestrian accidents 
was carelessness on the part of the 
pedestrians Inasmuch as 26.S per 
cent of the total accidents on these 
ten streets occurred on Washington 
st. and the principal cause of all ac- 
cidents on that street was excessive 
speed, it would be logical to conclude 
that high speed was also a contribut- 
ing cause in the pedestrian accidents. 

Some consideration might be given 
to the erection of warning signs at 
the city lines where these roads en- 
ter. to the effect that traffic laws will 
be strictly enforced. This is about 
the only way the out of town motor- 
ist can be reached. This report ana- 
lyzes the accidents at 17 of the most 
hazardous intersections of the 42 lo- 
cations studied in detail, and presents 
recommendations for reducing the 
number of accidents, which recom- 
mendations have been approved by 
the Engineering Committee. In ana 
lvzing the hazardous intersections, the 
report shows the results as follows, 
arranged in sequence as to the num- 
ber of accidents at each location: 

Worcester Turnpike at Woodcliff 
rd.. Route 9. 12 accidents with 28 in- 
juries; Recommendations— Strict po- 
lice surveillance of the location Re- 
touching of paint lines. 

Washington st. at Walnut st.. Route 
128, S accidents with 11 injuries; Rec- 
ommendations — Removal of pedestal 
type of traffic control system, and the 
installation of a new set of traffic con- 
trol signals to conform with the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public 
Works specifications. Repainting of 
pedestrian crosswalks, center, lane 
and stop lines. 

Washington st. at Jackson ril. and 
Adams st.. 7 accldeuts with 12 injur- 
ies; Recommendations — Rigid enforce- 
ment of existing speed laws. Paint 
j movement lines on Jackson rd. and 
Lewis ter. 

Centre at Walnut sts.. Route 12S, 7 
accidents with 9 injuries: Recommen- 
dation-Make bus stop at a point at 
least 50 feet to 75 feet from the north- 
east corner. 

Washington st at Waltham st. Route 
10. 7 accidents with 7 injuries; Recom- 
mendations -Retiming of traffic sig- 
nals (see Sect. VI-A) and painting of 
lane and movement lines. 

Beacon st. at Walnut st.. Route 12S, 
6 accidents with 19 injuries; Recom- 
mendation- -Rigid enforcement of ex- 
isting speed laws. 

Washington st. at Harvard st . 0 uc- 
eideuts with 5 injuries ami 2 killed; 
Reeominemlatious — Installation of a 
warning sign to especially notify east- 


bound motorists on Washington st. of a 
bad Intersecting street. Painting of 
pedestrian crosswalk lines and more- 
, ment lines. 

Washington st. at Elm st.. Route Id. 

1 5 accidents with 14 Injuries; Recom- 
mendations — Rigid enforcement of ex- 
isting speed laws.

Route 9, 5 ac- 
cidents with 8 Injuries; Recommonda-

18, 5 accidents with 5 injuries; Rec- 
ommendation — Strict police surveil- 
lance of the location.

Needham st. at Winchester st., 4 
accidents with 8 injuries: Recommen- 
dation — Strict police surveillance of 
the location. 

Washington st. and Dunstan and 
Felton sts., 4 accidents with 6 Injur- 
ies; Recommendations — Rigid enforce- 
ment of existing traffic laws and strict 
police surveillance of the location. 
Cutting of bushes on Felton st. ap- 
proaches and trimming of hedges at 
Dunstan st. 

Perkins st.. Route 16. 4 accidents 
with 5 injuries; Recommendations — 
Rigid enforcement of existing traffic 
laws and strict police surveillance of 
the location. Paint stop lines on Per- 
kins and Lincoln sts. 

Centre st at Willow, Bowen and 
Gibbs sts . 4 accidents with 4 injuries; 
Recommendations — Rigid enforcement 
of existing traffic laws and strict po- 
; lice surveillance of the location. Cen- 
| ter and movement lines on Centre at: 
center line on Willow st 

The Engineering Committee after 
giving careful consideration to the 
report regarding the most hazardous 
intersections believes that the efforts 
of the Safety Council should be con- 
centrated on these locations, starting 
with the intersection having the high- 
est accident frequency and working 
out the problems according to the 
recommendations of the report. At 
some of these intersections definite 
traffic engineering recommendations 
are made, but at many of them the 
principal cause of accidents is reck- 
less driving and speed. Though there 
may seem to be too much repetition 
of the recommendation — “Rigid en- 
forcement of existing traffic laws and 
strict police surveillance.” the fact 
remains that this must be done if the 
constantly increasing number of ac- 
cidents is to be reduced.

American Artists 
as Story Tellers 

The current Exhibit in the Art Gal 
lery of the Newton Centre Woman s 
Club, or original etchings, lithographs, 
woodcuts, and stencils, published hv 
the American Artists Group, gives 
gratifying evidence or the extent to 
which present-day artists have aban- 
doned the recent practice of merely 
creating pretty pictures without rela- 
tion to the life about them, and have 
returned to the older and sounder 
practice of telling a story in pictorial 
terms. 

When the graphic mediums of etch 
ing and wood-engraving were first in- 
vented in the fifteenth century, and 
for many years thereafter, they were 
used by artists to tell a specific story 
in dramatic fashion. For example. 
Rembrandt’s beautiful and moving 
etching. "The Return of the Prodigal 
Son”, tells the story its very name 
reveals. The same Is true of Durer's 
twenty wood blocks entitled "The Life 
or the Virgin”: and of Hogarth’s “Mar- 
riage a la Mode”, and his "Rake’s 
Progress.” 

But for about a generation begin 
ning in the 1880’s artists became hit- 
ten with the meaningless idea of art 
for art’s sake alone. This has been 
abandoned, fortunately. This tenden- 
cy sent them to Ivory Towers and 
their pictures consequently had little 
meaning to their fellow human be- 
ings. 

The Current Exhibition at the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club of more than 
fifty original prints by some of the 
foremost contemporary artists of 
America is a dramatic revelation of 
the pleasing change to create pic- 
tures that tell a story of our times 
and our people as truly as the work 
of our novelists, playwrights, and 
poets. 

Among the lithographs of this ex- 
hibit is Rockwell Kent’s "And Women 
Must Weep.” A woman is shown 
standing, afraid, desolate, lonely, cm 
her doorstep about to re-enter her 
home. Beyond a picket fence we 
glimpse tin* departing figure of her 
husband, son. or lover, off to war. 
It is the poignant story of war. "Men 
must fight and Women must weep." 

J J Lankes' beautiful woodcuts 
"Sunday Afternoon" and “Haying” are 
more than just landscapes. They. too. 
tell stories, stories of old Virginia 
farm land. 

Another unforgettable story-telling 
picture of today is Joe Jones’ "Waste- 
land." Here are shown the desolation 
of the dust howl, of abandoned farms, 
of wind-blown destruction.

, the guest speaker at the meeting of 
the Rotary Club on Mondny noon at 
' the Brae Burn Country Club. He gave 
a very interesting talk on his bob- 
bles of mountain climbing and pho- 
tography. The colored photographic 
slides, from his own pictures, illus- 
trated the beautiful scenery which 
only tlie mountain climber can experi 
ence and which the motor tourist 
never sees.

tham police in stopping the use of 
public streets as all night garages for 
automobiles. Some months ago Chief 
Hughes of the Newton police ordered 
such a drive in this city after the 
Board of Adermen had called atten- 
tion to the all night parking on streets 
of unlighted automobiles. Rut the en- 
forcement of the law in this respect 
has not been continued in tlie Newtons 
and cars may be observed parked on 
our streets throughout the night with- 
out having parking lights. 

A year ago when the special com- 
mittee on snow removal, composed of 
members of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen recommended an amendment 
to an old ordinance which ended com- 
pulsory removal of snow in a large 
percentage of residential sections of 
Newton, we commented that wide- 
spread indignation would result when 
pedestrians in this city realized what 
the change meant. There were no 
snowstorms last winter and the effect 
of the changed ordinance was not evi- 
denced. Evidently members of the 
special committee on snow removal 
are somewhat apprehensive of what 
will happen when snow covers New- 
ton sidewalks, hence the letter which 
is printed in another part of this is- 
sue of the GRAPHIC asking residents 
of Newton to co-operate in voluntarily 
removing snow from sidewalks. In 
our opinion the letter is very naive. 
If persons owning or occupying prop- 
erties in Newton would not remove 
snow when an ordinance existed which 
compelled them to have tlie snow re- 
moved. it seems that the aldermen 
are quite optimistic when they expect 
such persons will voluntarily remove 
snow after the ordinance has been re- 
voked. 

Since the early years of Newton as 
a city the snow removal ordinance was 
in existence. It compelled the removal 
of snow from tar, granolithic or simil- 
arly improved sidewalks in most of 
the thickly settled sections of the city 
within 24 hours after a snowstorm. It 
also compelled the removal of snow 
from such sidewalks in many of the 
less thickly settled sections of the 
city. The ordinance as amended by 
the special committee, a year ago. 
wiped out the old ordinance and lim- 
ited the compulsory removal of snow 
from sidewalks to business zones. In 
the future, after a snowstorm, many 
sidewalks, which have been shovelled 
in past years, will not he shovelled. 
Pedestrians will be compelled to walk 
oil icy or slushy sidewalks, or walk on 
smoothly plowed streets where they 
will he exposed to the hazard of swift- 
ly moving automobiles which are apt 
to skid on icy streets. This will be 
particularly dangerous to elderly peo- 
ple. 

The comment of the special commit- 
tee in their report, and in the letter, 
that the old ordinance was discrima- 
tory because it compelled persons 
whose properties abutted improved 
sidewalks to have snow removed, while 
neighbors whose properties abutted un- 
improved sidewalks did not have to 
remove the snow, is true. The solution 
of tliis would have been to compel 
all sidewalks in thickly settled dis- 
tricts. or on streets which many pe- 
destrians use, to he shovelled, whether 
the sidewalks were hard surfaced or 
gravel surfaced. The comment of the 
special committee that the revoked 
ordinance pertaining to snow removal 
was not enforceable, is not true. Yea fa 
ago residents of Newton who did not 
obey the ordinance were frequently 
summoned into court and fined. In re- 
cent years the police did not enforce 
the ordinance. The reason was— that 
most of Newton’s influential citizens 
hud ceased to list* sidewalks. They 
rode in automobiles, and they saw to 
it that the streets were kept well 
cleared of snow, and sanded when ice 
formed on them. 

As evidence of tin* present state 
of intelligence and culture in this 
country we present tlie “Charlie Mc- 
Carthy” vogue. Something must In* 
wrong when so many persons in a na- 
tion where billions are spent for free 
education wax enthusiastic over a ven- 
triloquist’s wooden dummy. 


Most police cars are equipped with 
sirens instead of ordinary horns. The 
reason is obvious. When a motorist 
hears a siren, lie supposes it is on a 
tire truck, police car or ambulance, 
mid lie gives way. Newton police ears 
•ire not equipped with sirens and the 
policemen have been handicapped in 
pursuing fleeing automobiles as a re- 
sult. The ears should have sirens 
placed on them without further delay. 
This matter was brought to our at- 
tention recently when we saw a 
police cur trying to get by the line of 
cars behind the bus which contained 
the jury in the Simpson cuse. 


Aldermen Request 
Newton Residents 
To Sho.vel Snow

particular plan was followed, with the 
result that the provisions were inade- 
quate, discriminating, unenforceable, 
and in a few instances unreasonably 
burdensome. Late in 1935 a special 
committee of the Board of Aldermen 
was appointed to bring in recommenda- 
tions on the subject. After careful 
study of our own situation and exam- 
ination of experiences and methods of 
other suburban communities, the at- 
tached ordinance was recommended 
and passed. 

“The new ordinance requires re- 
moval by abutters from all types of 
sidewalks in all business districts. In 
other districts, removal 1 h left to 
the action of the abutters in supple- 
menting the plowing service volun- 
tarily undertaken by the city. 

"Over the past five years the city 
has appropriated annually for snow 
removal from streets and sidewalks 
averaging about $90,000. Under nor- 
mal conditions this is adequate to 
take care of the situations on the 
highways and on the sidewalks in dis- 
tricts where the removal of snow by 
citizens is not required, hut it requires 
reasonable cooperation from citizens. 
It is expected that future City Gov- 
ernments will continue this program 
and possibly extend it as conditions 
required, but any marked increase in 
this service to our citizens would re- 
quire heavy expenditures for equip- 
ment. maintenance and operation, 
tending to increase taxes. 

"The new ordinance is believed to 
he more reasonable and less discrim- 
inatory. With co-operation on the 
part of property owners and lessees, 
particularly as regards supplementary 
shovelling and scraping of sidewalks 
which are used by the general public, 
and with public opinion aroused in its 
behalf, it should adequately provide 
for the safety and comfort of all. In 
communicating with you on this sub- 
ject it is our purpose to ask your as- 
sistance in obtaining this co-operation 
and in arousing this public opinion. 
We are particularly desirous of this 
because otherwise the City Govern- 
ment would lie obliged to extend the 
provisions of the present ordinance, 
substantially increasing the burden on 
property owners and occupants and 
inevitably causing certain hardships. 

“Will you. in whatever way you 
can, do your utmost to make the 
new ordinance a success and insofar 
as you think it wise take steps to 
press the matter In those instances 
which, through oversight, may not lie 
contributing to the welfare of the 
community? Additional copies of tills 
statement and ordinance are available 
for general use and distribution by 
the press and all community organi- 
zations, such as Men’s Clubs. Women’s 
Clubs, Improvement Associations. Serv- 
ice Clubs, Church groups and the 
like. 

“Most of our citizens will do their 
part without any reminder. Please 
do what you can to persuade the others 
to co-operate, so that the success of 
the new ordinance may be assured.”

THANKSGIVING DAY SERVICE AT 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCH

ROLE ON B0WD01N TEAM

could get very far without substi- 
tutes, and no matter how little pub 
llclty tho second and third team men 
got ns compared with the regulars, 
they are every hit as important to a 
season’s success. 

Nowhere has this been proved more 
conclusively than at Bowdoln Col- 
lege during the past three years, where 
Adam Walsh, captain and center of 
Notre Dame’s great 1924 team, has 
been the Polar Bears* head coach. In 
all three years Walsh has consistent- 
ly followed a policy of developing 
capable reserves and making mass 
substitutions in even the most im- 
portant games, and his teams have 
won 14 and tied three out of 21 games 
played.
